LONDON,     Jan.      4. — ^The     Britlsl 
official    eommunlcatlon    iaaued    today 
aaym: 

"Am  a  result  of  local  flghtlns  in  the 
neighborhood  of  the  Canal  du  Nord, 
it  is  reported  that  four  of  our  ad- 
vanced poats  in  tbla  area  were 
pressed  back  a  short  distance.  A  few 
of  our  men  are  missing. 

"Beyond  the  usual  activity  by  both 
sides,  there  is  nothing  further  to  re- 
port.' 

"Liocal  fighting  tooli  place  yesterday 
afternoon  on  the  Cambral  front,  in 
the  neighborhood  of  the  Canal  du 
Nord,  without  producing  any  mater- 
ial change  in  the  situation."  the  War 
Office  reports.  ,**We  advanced  our 
line  slightly  during  the  night  south  of 
Ziona.

"Two  hundred  bomlie  were  dropped 
Thursday  on  two  hostile  airdromea.  on 
the  Ledeghem  Railtegy  Junction,  on 
hutments  in  the  nelgt»orhood  of  the 
Houthulst  forest  and  billets  south  of 
Ulle.

ROME,  Jan.  4. — Tbe  sUtement  Issued 
by  the  Italian  War  Department  today 
followa: 

■'Yeaterday  In  the  mountain  region, 
we  made  Concentrations  of  Are  In  the 
L<a.Karlaa  Valley,  on  Col  della  Berretta 
and  In  tbe  Clsmon  region.  There  was 
Increased  activity  of  the  enemy's  bat- 
teries against  our  positions  on  Monte 
AltlsBlmo,  to  the  east  of  Luke  (iarda 
and  against  our  lines  of  communication 
on  Monte  Tomba. 

"French  patrols  captured  prisoners  on 
Monfenera,  and  the  British  artillery 
made  successful  counter-battery  woric  to 
the  west  of  Hosnlgo. 

"In  the  coastal  zone  there  were  fre- 
quent bursts  of  artillery  Are.  »...d  i>atrol 
encounters  occurred  on  both  sides  to  the 
east  of  Cavazuoserna.  One  hostile  air- 
plane waa  downed  by  a  British  airman 
and  another  one  by  our  Are. 

"L^st  night  enemy  aircraft  made 
ralda  between  the  Piave  and  Bacchig- 
lion.  and  numerous  bombs  were  dropped 
In  inhabited  parts,  including  Trevlso  and 
Padua.  In  the  former  city  there  were 
no  casualties  and  only  alight  damage. 
In  Padua,  the  centre  of  which  waa 
chosen  as  a  target  with  particular  fury, 
some  Area  occuri'ed  and  several  private 
buildings  were  damaged.  '  Six  persons, 
among  them  one  man  and  two  women, 
were  wounded."

ITALIAN  ARMT  HRADQUARTKRS 
IN  NORTHERN  ITALY,  Jan.  4.— (By 
the  Associated  Press) — There  were 
three  successive  air  raids  this  morning 
on  Padua,  lasting  from  two  to  six 
o'clock.  A  number  of  bombs  fell  m  the 
centre  of  the  city.  '  A  large  palace  on 
the  main  thoroughfare  was  demolished, 
and  there  Vas  lesser  damage  within  an 
area  of  about  two  city  squares.  Six 
peraona  t»kr«  wStmded.  U|M>iodlng  two 
women.    ' 

TTnited  States  Consul  Carroll  has  ar- 
rived at  Padua  from  his  post  at  Venice, 
and  presented  to  Mayor  Count  Ferrl 
SO.OOO  lire  from  the  American  Red  Cross 
for  victims  of  bombings.  Thia  la  the 
flrst  Installment  of  10,000  lire  to  be  dis- 
tributed for  this  purpose.  Consul  Car- 
roll waa  in  a  hotel  a  short  distance 
from  the  palace  when  It  was  demolished 
by  the  bombs. 


Great  Ship  Programme 

WASHINGTON,  Jan.  4.— Chairman 
Hurley,  of  the  Shipping  Board,  today 
asked  Congress  for  $82,000,000  for  the 
acquisition  of  establishment  of  ship- 
building plants  In  addition  to  the 
$165,000,000  heretofore  asked  for  the 
next  fiscal  year.  He  also  asked  for 
increase  of  authority  for  construction 
of  ships  from  $1,234,000,000  to  $1,- 
^36,000,000.

MONTRBAL.  Jan.  4.— Six  aeldlers  ara 
known  to  be  dead  and  a  seventh  is  miss- 
ing and  believed  to  have  been  killed 
aa  a  raault  <,t  a  local  train  on  tbe  C.  P. 
R.  from  Montreal  to  Petnte  VXirtaaa 
running  into  the  rear  of  a  C.  P.  R  train 
bound  for  Vaacoovar  with  a  large  num- 
ber of  aoldiers  aboard  about  1:40  o'oleek 
tbla  evening' near  Oorval  aUtlon. 

The  name  of  the  miaalng  soldier  haa 
aet  been  aaeartataed. 

About  tweaty  peraona  wara  Injured  la 
the  aeoMent,  th*  majority  of  tbam  but 
allgbtiy.  Amongat  them  were  Bugler 
Croaa,  Prlvatea  Irwin,  Diekaon  and  A. 
R.  Keiley,  who  were  brougitt  to  tbe 
Royal  Victoria  Hospiui.  this  city. 

Aooordlng  to  Bugler  Cross,  there  were 
$$•  man  oa  tbo  train  bound  for  Vaa- 
aouvar.  The  train  waa  travailing  aiow- 
ty  near  Dorval  whan  It  ran  into  a 
awitah.  The  Polnte  Portune  train  waa 
travelling  at  a  rapid  rate,  and  crashed 
Into  the  military  train.  The  C.  P.  ofB- 
olal  statement  said  the  Polnte  Portune 
train  ran  past  a  slgn^set  Malaat  It 
and  struck  tbe  rear  pStt  of  the  wear 
bound  train,  containing  a  number  af 
colonhtt  cara.

All  previous  records  for  coal  pro- 
duction by  the  collieries  on  Vancouver 
iBlaWd  were  broken  during  1917. 
when  the  aggregate  output  was  1,608,- 
235  tons  of  2,L'40  pounds  per  ton,  an 
Increase  of  205,474  tons  over  the  1916 
production,  and  being  72,305  tons  In 
excess  of  the  1910  figures  of  1,625,030 
tons,  the  best  previous  year  in  the 
history  of  the  coal  mining  industry 
on  the  Island. 

The  year's  figures  have  Just  been 
received  by  Hon.  William  Sloan,  Min- 
later  of  Mines.  While  the  Island  flg- 
ures  are  In  hand  the'  returns  from  the 
Nicola  and  Crow's  Neat  fields  are  not 
yet  available.  There,  owing  to  the 
strike  troubles  In  the  latter  field  and 
other  oauaes.  tbe  production  In  1917 
will  show  a  falling  off.  Hence  the 
Vancouver  Island  collieries  have  made 
sQch  an  excellent  showing,  the  aggre- 
gate output  for  the  Province  as  a 
whole  Is  not  expected  to  exceed  that 
for  1916  when  there  was  a  total  Pro- 
vincial production  of  2,485,580  tons, 
of  which  the  Island  mines  produced 
1.492,761  tons;  the  Nicola  flel(>  110,- 
649  tons,  and  the  Crow's  Nest  mines, 
882,270  tons.  The  output  of  the 
various  collieries  on  the  Island  is 
given  as  follows:

An  adverse  judgment  in  given  In  the 
case  of  the  application  of  E.  S.  Uline. 
of  Oak  River,  Man.,  an  accountant 
who  did  some  work  on  hi.H  father's 
farm  in  1917.  As  he  has  not  been 
habitually  or  efTectively  engaged  in 
farm  work,  the  Central  Appeal  judge 
finds  that  "there  Is  no  ground  what- 
ever for  considering  that  his  services 
on  the  farm  would  be  comparable  In 
national  value  with  his  services  as  a 
soldier. 

Change  of  Occupation 
A  somewhat  different  case  is  that 
of  V.  McL.  Watson,  of  Arden.  Man., 
who  in  the  Autumn  of  1917  sold  out 
his  share  in  a  hardware  business, 
bought  a  farm,  got  married  and  went 
to  live  on  the  farm. 

"The  tribunal,"  said  the  Judgment 
In  this  case,  "will  be  doubtful  of  the 
national  value  of  a  man  who  has 
abandoned  another  occupation  and 
turned  to  farming,  with  the  object  of 
avoiding  military  service.  Where 
such  a  change  of  occupation  took 
place  after  the  authoritative  an- 
nouncement, by  the  Government,  of 
the  policy  of  compulsory  military  ser- 
vice, the  plea  of  natio^ial  intorent  is 
not.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Central  Ap- 
peal Judge,  to  be  listened  to." 

The  applicant,  the  Judgment  fur- 
ther saya.  "should  be  called  upon  to 
prove  his  bona  fldes  In  the  clearest 
way.  and  hla  conduct  and  all  the  cir- 
cumstances ahould  be  scrutinized  with 
suspicion." 

Farmer's  Son 
The   third    case   is     that''  of    A.    W. 
Palmer,    of    Minnedosa,    Man.,    a    far- 
mer's son.     The  application  was  made 


by  the  father,  who  has  two  sons,  but 
only  60  acres  of  land  actually  under 
cultivation.  The  subject  of  the  appli- 
cation does  tlie  heavy  work  on  tha 
faini.  and  the  other  son,  who  works  a 
farm  for  his  aunt,  has  been  exempted. 
Tho  Central  Appeal  judge,  after  ex-« 
preH.sIng  the  opinion  that  the  results 
of  the  labor  of  the  father  and  son  da 
not  glvo  evidence  of  effective  appUca^ 
tion  of  their  energloN  in  agrktulture* 
dclareH  that  exenjption  should  ba 
granted  In  this  cjiso  until  Juno  1, 
191S.  "to  enable  the  family  to  demon- 
strate whether  or  not  the  withdrawal 
of  this  boy  from  the  farni  will,  rela- 
tively Npeaking.  ultimately  reault  In  a 
HubHtantiai  diminution  of  agricultural 
production."  Tho  applicant  beforo 
the  expiration  of  his  exemption  per- 
iod may  apply  for  further  exemption 
In  order  that  "the  actual  prepara- 
tions for  the  work  of  tho  season  of 
1918  ran  be  considered  and  tho  per- 
iod extended.  If  It  la  thought  Justified, 
until  the  end  of  the  seuson." 
Mukera  of  Tnola 

The  final  judgment  deals  with  thd 
application  of  four  trained  tool-mak« 
ers  for  exemption.  The  Central  Ap- 
peal judge  grants  them  exemption  un- 
til June  1,  1918.  if  they  continue  to  b« 
emplo.ved  aa  •  tool-makera.  Aher 
pointing  out  that  in  all  caaaa  whera 
the  applicants  are  trained  tool-mak- 
ers employed  In  that  capacity  by 
firms  engaged  In  producing  munitions 
of    war,    tho   judgment   says: 

"From  the  judgment  before  me  It 
appears  desirable  for  the  present  to 
avoid  diaftlng  Into  the  army  qualified 
tool-makers  so  long  aa  they  are  con- 
tinuoualy  employed  aa  tool-makera, 
whether  or  not  they  are  at  this  mo- 
ment engaged  In  production  of  a  kind 
directly  affecting  the  prosecution  of 
the  war.  In  all  imch  cases  exemption 
should  be  granted  up  to  Jime  1,  1918, 
If,  and  Ro  long  an.  the  subjects  of  the 
application  continue  to  be  employed 
as  tool-makers." 


MORRISBURO,  Ont.,  Jan.  4.— Hon. 
Andrew  Broder,  formerly  member  of 
parliament  for  Dundas  County,  died 
suddenly  at  his  home  here  thia  morn- 
ing. 

He  waa  bom  at  PYanklln,  Que.,  In 
1845.  He  represented  Dundaa  County 
in  the  Ontario  Legislature  aa  a  Con- 
servative ttom  1876  to  1886,  when  he 
was  elected  to  the  House  of  Commons 
from  the  aame  conatituenoy,  aecuring 
reelecUon  in  1»00,  1M4,  1998  and  1911. 
Shortly  before  the  recent  general 
election,  he  announced  hla  retirement 
from  political  life. 

Mr.  Broder  was  appointed  a  member 
of  the  Privy  Council  on  February  28 
1916.

IX>NDON,  Jan.  4.— Tbe  AasocUted 
Preaa  haa  received  Information  that  the 
American  War  Department  haa  decided 
on  rales  governing  tbe  tranafer  of  Am- 
ericans senrtng  with  tbe  BHtish  forces 
of  the  American  army,  by  which  their 
present  status  will  not  be  disturbed  ex- 
cept in  apecial  cases,  and  where  tbe 
transfer  "Is  pUinly  la  tbe  tatarest  of 
tba  United  States."

Substantial  Increaacs 
It  will  be  noticed  that  while  the 
Canadian  Collieries  (Dunsmuir),  Lim- 
ited, increases  its  output  by  94,382 
tons,  the  Western  Fuel  Company  by 
103,891  tons  and  the  Nanoose  Collier- 
ies by  27.192  tons,  the  Pacific  Coast 
Coal  Company's  output  showed  a 
falling  off  from  the  1916  total  of 
2,596  tons,  and  that  of  the  B.  C.  Min- 
ing Company  (the  Jingle  Pot)  by  16,- 
896  tons,  but  in  the  case  of  the  last 
named  property  the  decrease  is  al- 
most wholly  accounted  for  by  the 
fact  that  the  Jingle  Pot  mine  was 
closed  down  for  nearly  the  whole  of 
the  last  three  montha  of  the  year 
owinv  to  fire  in  the  workings,  which 
required  tliat  the  mine  be  sealed. 

Tha  output  for  the  island  collieries 
by  months  for  the  past  year,  accord- 
ing to  the  monthly  estimates  sent  In 
by  the  companies  to  the  Department 
of  Mines,  waa  aa  follows:  January. 
146,480  tons:  February,  142,816; 
March.  160,897;  April.  146,108;  May. 
148,007;  June,  187,860;  July.  134,269: 
■  August.  143,791;  September,  121,927; 
October,  147,405;  November,  141,068; 
December,   136,555. 

The  fine  showing  made  by  the 
Island  concerns  in  increased  produc- 
tion la  an  indication  of  the  proaperity 
of  the  industry  In  this  section  of  the 
Protrlncc,  and  shows  the  commanding 
position  the  collieries  on  the  Island 
have  attained  In  the  coal  production 
of  British  Columbia.  While  no  def- 
inite figures  are  yet  available  showing 
the  value  of  the  product.  It  is  certain 
that  with  the  increased  value  to  the 
collieries  of  the  Province  this  year 
the  value  of  the  output  will  be  sab- 
stanUally  higher  in  1917  than  It  was 
In  1119,  even  should  the  tonnagre 
prove  to  be  slightly  less.  Production 
would  undoubtedly  have  been  consid- 
erably larger  had  the  labor  been 
available,  for  throughout  the  coal- 
field on  the  Island  the  shortage  of 
labor  has  bean  a  serious  problem.

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OTTAWA,  Jan.  4.— While  the  date 
haa  not  yet  been  fixed  and  nothing 
will  be  decided  until  the  return  of 
Sir  Robert  Borden  from  the  South.  It 
Is  likely  that  Parliament  will  l>e  sum- 
moned to  meet  on  Thursday.  Febru- 
ary 28.  It  la  the  intention  of  the  Oov- 
eimment  to  summon  tha  House  at  tha 
earliest  possible  legal  date,  and  as  the 
wrlU  are  not  returnable  until  Febru- 
ary 28,  this  will  likely  be  the  date. 

It  la  a  possibility  that  there  might 
be  a  legal  technicality  which  would 
prevent  the  opening  on  that  date,  and 
if  thia  la  correct  the  opening  would 
go  over  until  Tuesday,  March  4. 

As  soon  as  Sir  Robert  returns  early 
next  week  the  Oovemment  will  pre- 
pare its  legislative  programme  and 
there  will  be  a  series  of  Important 
Cabinet  meetings.  Further  drastic 
action  towards  putting  Canada  on  a 
war  basia  is  expected.  However,  the 
new  Government  la  making  good  pro- 
greaa.  It  haa  already  enacted  practi- 
cally Dominion-wide  prohibition,  and 
has  announced  a  comprehensive  and 
progressive  policy  of  Government 
shipbuilding,  which  will  greatly  as- 
sist the  Allies  and  will  place  that  In- 
duatry  on  a  permanent  baals  In 
Canada. 

Interesting  Session 
The  session.  It  is  expected,  will  be 
comparatively  short,  but  will  t>e  ex- 
ceedingly Interesting.  It  will  be  In- 
teresting because  of  the  appearance 
of  many  new  facea,  and  because  of 
the  new  party  alignment.  There  will 
be  much  curloaity  as  to  how  the  Lib- 
eral Unionists  and  Conservatives 
amalgamaU.

OTTAWA,  Jan.  4.— The  Government 
has  decided  for  the  present  and  until 
further  notice,  to  permit,  under  licence, 
the  free  export  of  the  metala  molyb- 
denum and  tungsten,  their  ores,  conoea* 
tratea,  alloys  and  chemical  aalts,  to  ap« 
proved  consignees  In  the  United  fctaUg 
and  France.  This  will  relieve  a  situ, 
ation  that  has  been  consldarad  eome* 
what  oppreasivs  to  Canadian  producers. 

Since  the  embargo  was  placed  oa  tha. 
export  of  these  metals,  the  market  for 
the  Canadian  production  has  beea  con- 
fined largely  to  the  purchases  msd«  on 
account  ef  the  British  Government  aC 
axed  prices.  These  fixed  prices  have 
been  lower,  at  times  considerably  lowsr« 
than  tbe  open  market  prlees  oSersd  hi 
tbe  United   gtatee  aad   Fraacs.

"What  I  am  going  to  diseuaa  par- 
ticularly," Mr.  Bikus  aald.  "la  the  pre- 
eent  altnatlon  of  the  Armenlana  and 
Syrlana  rather  than  what  happened  to 
them,  for  It  la  the  million  snrviving 
Armenlana  and  Syrians  of  the  two 
minions  who  were  there  before  the 
deportations  that  we  can  help."

The  reeaona  tor  wiehing  the  nego- 
tlatlone  to  be  oontiaued  at  Stocfchohn 
are  a  desire  for  greater  puhHetty,  and 
tbla  Idea  expressed  in  a  BolshevUd 
statement:  "WMle  we  recognise  that 
Stockholm  la/  not  very  neutral.  It  is

WA8HINOTON.  Jan.  4.— Preaidaat 
Witoon  today  laid  bafora  tha  Hoi 
of  Consraaa,  aaaamblad  In  Joint 
alon,  hto  raoommandattona  for  carry- 
loir  out  Oovemmant  operation  of  tha 
railroada  throughout  tha  United 
Stataa,  Bllto  to  carry  oat  tha  Praa- 
Idant'a  Idaaa  already  had  baan  pre- 
pared under  tha  auparvLilon  of  tha 
Department  of  Juatlce  and  were  Im- 
mediately Introduoad.  with  plana  for 
prompt  conaideration  to  both  Houae 
and  Senate. 

To  auarantee  proper  returns  to  the 
railroada  dorlnc  the  period  of  Gov- 
ernment operation,  the  Prealdant 
raoommended  that  Convreaa  provide 
for  companaatlon  at  the  rate  of  the 
aame  net  operating  Income  as  tha 
railroads  have  received  for  the  three 
praeedlna  flacal  yeara. 

To  provide  for  proper  maintenance 
of  the  roads  and  their  return  to  their 
owners  In  the  same  order  as  the  Oov- 
ernment  takes  them  over,  the  Preal- 
dent  recommended  learlslatlon  to  au- 
thorise their  upkeep  and  betterment 
during  the  period  of  Federal  opera- 
tion. Lestolation  to  this  effect  to  eon- 
talned  in  the  admlntotratlon  bllto, 
which  would  appropriate  1500,000.000 
for  <3overnment  operation. 

Only  by  Oovernment  operation,  tha 
President  told  Congress,  could  the  un- 
ity necessary  to  the  country  be  ob- 
tained, and  he  added  that  existing  or- 
aanisations  of  the  railroads  should  be 
dtoturbed  as  little  as  possible. 

The  President  laid  special  atreaa  on 
the  guarantees  to  the  roads  and  their 
Btockholders. 

Taktoff  Over  Roads 
The  Prealdent  spoke  aa  follows: 
"Gentlemen  of  the  Conaress: 
"I  have  asked  the  privilesre  of  ad- 
dressing you  In  order  to  report  that 
on  the  28th  of  December  last,  during 
the  recess  of  Congress,  acting  through 
the  Secretary  of  War  and  under  the 
authority  conferred  upon  me  by  the 
Act  of  Congress  approved  August  S9, 
1917,  I  took  possession  and  assumed 
control  of  the  railway  llnea  of  the 
country  and  the  systems  of  water 
transportation  under  their  control. 
This  step  seemed  to  be  imperatively 
necessary  in  the  Interest  of  the  pub- 
lic welfare,  in  the  presence  of  the 
great  tasks  of  war  with  which  we 
^ere  dealing.  As  our  experience  de- 
velops difllculties  and  makea  It  clear 
what  they  are,  I  have  deemed  It  my 
duty  to  remove  those  difllculties 
wherever  I  have  the  legal  power  to 
do  so. 

"To  assume  control  of  the  vast  rail- 
way systems  of  the  country  is,  I  re- 
alise, a  very  heavy  responsibility,  but 
to  fall ,  to  do  so  In  the  extating  dr- 
oumstanoes  would  have  been  a  much 
greater  one.  I  assumed  the  less  re- 
sponsibility rather  than  the  weightier. 
I  am  sure  that  I  am  apeaklna  the 
mind  of  all  thoughtliJU '  Americana 
when  I  aay  that  It  is  our  duty  aa  the 
representatives  of  the  nation  to  do 
everything  that  It  to  necesary  to  do  to 
secure  the  complete  mobllii^tion  of  the 
entire  resources  of  the  United  Statea 
by  as  rapid  and  effective  meana  aa 
can  be  found.  Transportation  supplies 
all  the  arteries  of  mobilisation.  Un- 
less it  be  under  a  single  and  unllled 
direction  the  whole  process  of  the  na- 
tion's action  is  embarrassed. 
Tolnntary  Action  TMed 
"It  was  m  the  true  spirit  of  the 
United  Statea  and  It  was  right  that 
we  should  first  try  to  effect  the  neces- 
sary uniilcation  under  the  voluntary 
action  of  those  who  were  in  charge  of 
the  great  railway  propertiea,  and  we 
did  try  It 

"The  directors  of  the  railways  re- 
sponded to  the  need  promptly  and 
generously.  The  groups  of  railway 
executives  who  were  charged  with  the 
taak  of  actual  co-ordination  and  gen- 
eral direction  performed  their  task 
with  patriotic  seal  and  iparked  ability, 
aa  ^ras  to  have  been  expected,  and 
did,  I  believe,  everything  that  was 
possible  for  them  to  do  in  the  cir- 
cumstances. If  I  had  taken  the  task 
out  of  their  hands,  it  has  not  been  be- 
cauae  of  any  dereliction  or  failure  on 
their  part,  but  pnly  because  there 
were  some  things  which  the  Govern- 
ment can  do  and  the  railway  man- 
agements can  not.  We  shall  continue 
to  value  most  highly  the  advice  and 
assistance  of  these  gentlemen  and  I 
am  sure  we  shall  not  find  them  with- 
holding it. 

Government  Atrtlon  Noceasary 
"It  haa  become  unmtotakably  plain 
that  only  under  Government  admlnto- 
tratlon can  the  entire  equipment  of 
the  several  systems  of  transportation 
be  fully  and  unreservedly  thrown  Into 
codmon  service  without  Injurious  dto- 
orlmlnation  against  particular  proper- 
ties. Only  under  Government  ad- 
mlntotratlon can  an  absolutely  unre- 
atrlcted  and  unembarrassed  common 
use  be  made  of  all  tracka.  terminals, 
terminal  facilities  and  equipment  of 
every  kind.  Only  under  that  author- 
ity can  new  termlnato  be  eonstruoted 
and  developed  without  regard  to  the 
requirements  or  llmltatlopa  of  p«r- 
flcutor  roads.  Under  Government  ad"- 
mlntotratlon  all  theea  things  will  be 
poostble,  not  Instantly,  but  as  fast  as 
practical  dlfflcultlea,  which  cannot  be 
merely  conjured  away,  give  way  he- 
fore  the  new  management. 

"The  common  admlntotratlon  will 
ba  carried  out  with  aa  little  disturb- 
ance of  the  present  operating  organ- 
toatlona  and  personnel  of  the  raflwaya 
aa  poaslble.  Nothing  wUl  be  altarad 
or  dtoturbed  which  It  to  not  necessary 
to  dtoturb.  We  are  aervlng  the  pub- 
He  tatereat  and  safeguarding  the  pub- 
lic safety,  but  we  alao  are  regardful  of 
the  Interest  of  those  by  whom  theae 
great  propertlee  are  owned  and  glad 
to  avail  oursahreo  of  the  azperienoe

"It  to  neoeaaary  that  t*a 
tatloB  of  troops  and  of  war 
of  food  and  of  Cuai.  and  of  avarythliw 
that  to  neoeaaary  for  the  full  aMbll- 
Iwtlon  of  the  enatgtos  and  reaouroes 
of  tha  oonntry  ahould  be  ftrat  coaald- 
•red.  but  It  to  elearly  to  the  pubUe  to- 
terest  that  the  ordlaary  aoUvlttaa  and

It 
Is,  I  an  sure  you  wlU  agree  with  ve^ 
right  and  necessary  that  the  ownars 
and  creditors  of  the  raUways,  tha  hold- 
ers of  their  steaks  and  bonds,  should  ra- 
eeive  from  the  Govemmeat  an  uaquali- 
fled  guaraatae  that  their  properUes  will 
be  matotalned  throughout  the  period  of 
l^ederal  control  la  as  good  repair  and 
as  eomplete  equipment  as  at  present 
and  that  the  several  railroads  wUl  re- 
ceive under  Federal  management  such 
compensation  as  Is  eqaiti^Ie  and  Just 
alike  to  their  owners  and  to  the  gea- 
ersi  pubUe.

"I  need  not  point  out  the  essential 
Justice  of  such  guarantees  and  their 
sreat  Influence  and  significance  as  ele- 
ments In  the  present  flnanctol  a^d  In- 
dustrtol  situation  of  the  country.  In- 
deed, one  of  the  strong  arguments  for 
assuming  control  of  the  raUroads  at 
this  time  la  the  financial  argument  It 
is  necessary  that  the  values  of  railway 
securities  should  be  Justly  and  fairly 
protected  and  that  the  large  financial 
operation  every  year  neoeaaary  In  con- 
nection with  the  maintenance,  opetatlon 
and  development  of  the  roads  should, 
durtng  the  period  of  the  war,  be  wise- 
ly related  to  the  flDanolal  operations, 
of  the  Government  Our  first  duty  is, 
of  course,  to  conserve  the  common  tol 
terest  and  the  common  safety  and  to 
make  certain  that  nothing  sUnds  In 
the  way  of  the  successful  prosecution 
of  the  great  war  for  liberty  and  Jus- 
tlce,  but  it  to  an  obllgatton  of  public 
conscience  and  of  public  honor  that

What  thia 
owkBtry  waata  to  know  la  whether  the 
tonnage  la  available  to  carry  all  Its 
Burptua  products  to  Britain,  or  who- 
ther  lanra  quantlUee  are  being  held  In 
ootd  storage  until  suoh  time  as  higher 
prioea  oaa  ka  obtained.  Bvenr  now 
aai  than  thara  are  agures  published 
dealing  with  the  quantities  of  perlsh- 
abla  oommodltles  hsld  in  ooM  storage 
which  do  not  make  plaaaaatt  reading.

The 
same  probably  •appUea  to  other  «om- 
modltlae,  for  the  flgnraa  published  by 
the  Food  Controller,  purporting  to 
show  that  the  prioea  of  the  neoeasar- 
les  of  lite  were  k>#er  In  Canada  than 
In  Bngland.  were  in  some  respects  at 
varlanee  with  the  facts.  Since  such 
large  quantities  of  foodstuffs  are  now 
being  shipped  from  this  continent  to 
Britain  It  is.  In  large  measure,  the 
prices  prevailing  here  which  set  the 
prices  In  the  Old  Land  for  theae  com- 
modities. It  should  be  the  aim  of  the 
Food  Controller  to  bring  every  pos- 
slbls  preasurs  to  bear  to  redUee  prlees 
in  Canada,  for  by  doing  so  he  will 
bring  about  a  dual  amelioration  of 
conditions'  troth'  In  this  country  and 
in  the  Old  Land.  ' 

The  main  thing  to  make  the  cam- 
paign for  the  conservation  of  food  a 
success  Is  %o  show  that  there  Is  ample 
tonnage  available  to  earry  all  the 
surplus  products.  We  doubt  If  thIa 
Is  the  case,  ^^f  It  Is  not  the  Govern- 
ment woul^d  do  well  to  Inquire  closely 
into  the  operations  of  the  cold  storage 
.companies.  The  people  have  not  for- 
gotten the  profits  made  by  the  Wil- 
liam Davles  Company,  of  Toronto. 
That  incident  is  by  no  means  closed, 
for  the  Union  Government  Is  ex- 
pected to  take  stern  steps  In  the  di- 
recjtlon  of  reparation  and  the  preven- 
tion of  further  abuses  of  war  time 
conditlohs.  We  hope,  too,  that  Mr. 
W.  F.  O'Connor  will  soon  resume  his 
duties  as  Coet  of  Livini  Commis- 
sioner. What  he  was  able  to  do  gave 
great  promise  of  success.  He  discov- 
ered a  number  of  aspects  of  the  econ- 
omic situation  which  should  have  af- 
forded a  basis  for  the  establishment 
of  max^um  pricea  If  the  war  con- 
tinues that  is  the  policy  that  will  have 
to  be  adopted  In  this  country.  We 
are  hoping  for  many  things  from  the 
Union  Government,  and  not  the  least 
of  these  Is  a  strklghtforwa^d  policy 
baaed  en  the  esMiblishmsnt  of  maxi- 
mum prices  for  the  protection  of  the 
consumer.

It  la  hard  to  understand  why  any 
section  of  people  in  any  quarter  of  the 
world  is  misled  by  Germany's  plans 
to  foster  aharchlst  and  separatist 
movsments  In  Buropean  Russia.  Ob- 
viously her  intention  is  to  make  Rus- 
sia the  "Sick  Man"  of  Europe.  In 
this  way,  by  reversing  the  htstorlo 
role  of  Turkey,  the  latter  country,  aa 
Germany's  vassal,  can  enter  upon  a 
sphere  of  aggrandisement  stretohlng 
throughout  '  the  Balkans  and  the 
Middle  Bast.  That  Is  one  of  the  great 
dangers  of  the  present  Russian  con- 
fusion. 

Germany  Is  building  for  decades  to 
come  by  her  present  machinations  In 
Russia.  She -strove  with  all  the  power 
at  her  command  to  extend  her  Bm- 
pire  to  the  West,  bnt  her  plans  there 
went  awry.  She  haa  foroed  her  way 
southwards  thn>ugh  the  Balkan 
states.  Hemmed  In  on  the  west  and 
held  on  the  south  she  Is  looking  east- 
wards for  her  place  In  the  sun.  Any 
peace  she  may  make  now  with  Rus- 
sia can  only  be  temporary.  A  peace 
without  victory  on  all  fronts  would 
place  Germany  In  a  poeltion  where^  in 
the  future,  shs  could  make  war  in 
her  own  time,  and  with  the  certainty 
of  success  In  the  Bast

Beaotm  Hill  Park 

Sir: — It  Is  to  he  hoped  that  the  new 
City  Council  now  about  to  be  elected 
will  recognise  the  value  to  the  city  of 
Victoria  of  its  greatest  beauty  spot. 
Beacon  Hill  Park.  This  park  is  not 
known. as  It  should  be  to  a-great  many 
inhabitants  of  Victorta  Itself,  but  it  is 
beginning  to  be  recognised  even  by 
the  more  callous  and  unthinking  por- 
tion of  the  community  aa  a  place 
from  which  some  pleasure  may  be  de- 
rived. But  if  you  want  to  see  a  full 
appreciation  of  the  beautiful  demesne, 
talk  to  some  of  our  visitors  from  the 
States  in  the  Spring  and  Summer. 
The  glory  at  our  flowering  May  trees 
and  of  our  chestnuts  presents  a  wealth 
of  beauty  to  them,  of  which  they  have 
seen  nothing  in  their  own  drab  cities, 
for  all  towns  in  the  United  States  are 
not  like  Los  Angoles  or  Pasadena. 

The  most  attractive  portion  of  the 
park  Is  the  nursery  garden.  For  some 
reason  or  other,  possibly  through  the 
great  ability  of  the  gardener  in  charge, 
there  Is  here  a  display  of  flowers  in 
due  season  that  cannot  be  beaten  by 
any  garden  in  the  world,  and  I  am 
familiar  with  the  well  known  gardens 
of  Adelaide,  Rio  Janeiro.  San  Fran- 
cisco, and  Kew  Itself.  Last  year  an 
outcry  was  raised  that  these  gardens 
were  In  some  way  In  opposition  to  the 
local  commercial  gardens.  But  It  Is 
hard  to  see  how  they  can  be,  for  not  a 
seed,  not  a  root,  not  a  cutting,  not  even 
a  cut  flower,  can  be  obtained  from 
them.  They  act.  Indeed,  as  a  free  ad- 
vertisement for  the  private  nursery 
garden.  I  heard  of  a  «ase  in  which  a 
wealthy  American,  admiring  a  certain 
dahlia  then  in  flower,  was  told  where 
he  could  procure  a  root,  and  went  off 
at  once  and  bought  It. 

I  have  before  referred  to  the  many 
advantages  that  would  accrue  from 
naming  some  of  the  most  prominent 
trees  in  the  park,  but  my  suggestion 
remained  unheeded  by  Uie  late  Parks 
Committee.  However,  it  It  Is  not  sur- 
prising that  this  attitude  should  be  as- 
sumed by  a  committee  that  did  not 
know  enough  of  common  courtesy  to 
acknowledge  the  receipt  of  ordinary 
correepondenca 

Considering  what  an  attraction 
the  park  already  Is,  and  in  how 
many  ways  It  n»ay  be  Improved, 
the  organisations  that  seek  to  at- 
tract visitors  to  Victoria  might  well 
expend  some  of  their  energy  In  urging 
upon  the  city  authorities  the  Impor- 
tance of  keeping  up  and  Increasing  Its 
attractiveness.      It     would     not    cost 

much.

PRESS  COMMENT 

Meaawlille  the  Empire  Grows 

The  Oermans  may  well  be  dis- 
couraged If  they  aim  to  smash 
the  British  Empire.  They  are  no 
nearer  the  hate-Bngland  heaven 
than  Napoleon  was.  or  Louis  Xrv., 
or  Philip  of  Spain.

ciples. Mr.  Balfour  and  Mr.  Aaqulth 
declared  fdr  the  hundredth  time  that 
accusations  and  Innuendoes  of  the 
kind  are  untrue.  Our  aims  are  the 
aims  which  Mr.  Asquith  laid  down  at 
the  Guildhall  three  yeari  ago.  and 
which  Mr.  Balfour  repeated  in  more 
detail  Intthe  despatch  covering  the 
Allies'  reply  to  Mr.  Wilson's  inquiries.

"Importance  of  occupation"  was  the 
principal  claim  advanced  in  the  ap- 
peals tried  before  Mr.  Justice  Gregory 
at  the  tribunal  yesterday.  As  on  the 
previous  day,  there  were  a  number  of 
cams   of  farmers. 

Mr.  Mllligan  appeared  for  Joseph 
Alcxandei;  Beck,  one  of  his  employees 
In  a  logging  camp.  .  Beck  Is  hook- 
tcnder,  and  In  Mr.  Mllligan's  absence 
looks  after  the  business  generally,  be- 
ing an  experienced  man.  L.a8t  year 
the  concern  sold  about  4,000,00(1  feet 
of  lumber,  7.000  of  which  wa^  spruco 
used  in  the  manufacture  of  aeroplanes. 
John  White,  a  second  employee  of  tho 
sarrte  concern.  Is  ei^loyed  us  flremaTi 
on  a  dortkey-engliie.  He  claimed  to  be 
the  sole  support  of  a  widowed  mother 
and  a  widowed  sister  with  live  small 
children.  Ills  claim  had  gone  by  de- 
fault when  called  by  the  exemption 
tribunal  In  thtf  early  part  of  Decem- 
ber,  aa   he    was   unable   to  upper. 

George  T.  Atkins'  father  appeared 
for  him,  claiming  exemption  for  hi.s 
»6n  on  the  grounds  of  Importance  of 
his  present  employment  and  domestic 
hardship.  Atkins  works  at  the  elec- 
tric plant  at  Jordan  tthver.  The 
father,  a  lime-burner  by  occupation, 
claimed  to  have  rheumatism  so  badly 
that  he  oi>uld  not  work  much  at  this, 
however.  There  were  four  children  at 
hon)p.  The  son  would  have  appeared 
In  person,  but  the  road  had  been 
washed  out,  and  he  could  not  get  to 
town.  Mr.  Justice  Gregory  asked  for 
further  evidence  as  to  the  father's 
health  Trom  Dr.  Raynor.  and  reserved 
Judgment  pending  this  and  a  direct 
Interview  with  the  son. 

Larkin  C.  Cleveland  appealed  on  the 
ground  of  "domestic  hardship,"  but 
when  the  examination  liad  i>roceeded 
a  short  distance  the  Judge  told  him 
that  he  should  have  made  his  claim 
on  the  grounds  of  the  nature  of  hla 
employment,  it  appearing  that  he  and 
his  brother  had  an  868-acre  pre-emp- 
tion claim  In  the  Llllooet  district, 
with  26  head  of  cattle  thereon. 

Robert  Campbell,  a  practical  farmer, 
appealed  through  his  employer,  Mr. 
F.  Lindsay,  who  oDerates  a  farm  of 
forty  acres,  growing  wheat,  potatoes, 
oata  and  barley  and  some  livestock. 
I^ast  year  he  had  threshed  between 
'iO.OOO  and  50,000  bushels  of  grain  for 
his  neighbors.  Major  Futcher  exam- 
ined Mr.  Lindsay  after  Mr.  Justice 
Gregory  had  asked  several  questions. 
It  appeared  from  the  repliee  to  the 
military  representative's  queries  that 
Campbell  is  not  working  for  Mr.  Lind- 
say at  the  pt-esent  time,  being  at  tha 
Canadian  iExplosIves,  James  Island. 
He  was  exi>ected  back  on  the  farm 
very  shortly,  however. 

John  T.  White,  another  farmer, 
works  for  Mr.  J.  L.  Brooks,  "Oakdale,"' 
who,  appeared  and  gave  evidence  that 
White  had  been  with  him  for  three 
ajid  a  half  years.  Mr.  Brooks,  when 
asked  by  the  Judge  why  he  could  not 
work  the  farm  himself,  replied  that 
he  was  on  the  school  board,  and  this 
took  up  a  good  deal  of  his  time.  White 
was  a  capable  farm  hand,  and  did  the 
milking  and  other  farm  work. 

David  Wishart,  another  appellant, 
has  three  brothef^'ln  khaki,  two  hav- 
ing enlisted  Jn  xhA  Old  Country,  and 
one  sttll  Wing  at  Quebec.  He  helps  to 
supporra  stater. 

Frai^k  B.  Purdy, ,  yard  foreman  at 
Sidney  mill,  stated  that  he  graded  the 
export  lumber  which  was  used  by  the 
munitions  board  for  export  trade.  His 
father  is  76,  and  he  helped  to  support 
the  family.  It  was  discovered  in  the 
course  of  the  evidence  that  Purdy  al- 
ready had  been  given  exemption  until 
February  13,  and  the  Judge  dismissed 
the  appeal  on  the  grounds  that  It 
should  not  have  been  brought  at  all. 
aa  when  the  time  of  exemption  ex- 
pires Purdy  can  go  before  the  ex- 
emption board  which  tried  him  origin- 
ally and  ask  for  an  extension. 

8.  M.  Peatt  had  three  grounds  for 
his  appeal:  ImporttCnce  of  present  oc- 
cupation, flnancial  obligations,  and  do- 
mestic ^rdshlif  He  worka  for  th« 
Canadian  Expldslves  In  the  box  fac- 
tory, and  produced  a  letter  from  the 
company  asking  for  extension.  Tha 
examiner  on  reading  this  granted  ex- 
emption until  June  1,  1918,  the  mili- 
tary representative  asseQUng  to  this 
arrangement 

Ernest  D.  Sinclair  Is  a  plumber  and 
steam  fitter,  and  for  the  last  two 
years  has  worked  for  tha  Canadian 
E^xploaives  Company.  He  claimed  to 
be  the  sole  support  of  his  widowed 
mother,  who  waa  present  and  cor- 
roborated her  son's  evidence.  His  ex- 
emption period  waa  extended  to  June 
1,  1»18.

Excess  of  Fire  Loss  Over  1916 
Due  to  Blaze  at  Lumber  Mill 
— Preventive  Measures  Ac- 
tively Carried  On. 


The  aRtrregate  Are  loss  in  Victoria 
during  1917  was  |141,889.31,  according 
to  the  final  flgures  Just  compiled  by  Fire 
Chief  Davis.  This  is  an  increase  of 
|111.908.«36  over  the  total  for  1916,  an 
increase  due  wholly  to  the  fire  at  the 
Cameron  I.,umber  Mill  on  June  8,  when 
a  loss  of  $120,734  was  incurred.  So  far 
as  the  other  loss  was  concerned,  $21,096, 
the  showing  made  compares  moat  favor- 
ably with  that  of  191$,  when  the  aggre- 
gate loss  was  $29,980.  The  alarms  num- 
bered 227  compared  with  237  the  pre- 
vious year,  and  were  made  up  of  30  box 
alarms,  191  telephone  summonses  and 
six  calls  by  messenger.  The  summary 
of  the  loss  for  the  year  by  months  fol- 
lows: 


at  headquarters  owing  to  the|  high  cost 
of  maintenance  of  the  horses,  and  that 
a  second-hand  motor  be  purchased  and 
re-constructed  at  the  department's  ma- 
chine shop  to  replace  the  horse  drawn 
apparatus  at  the  Fairfield  Hall.

The  1917  fire  loss  of  $141,S8».31  was 
made  up  aa  follows:  L«ns  on  buildings 
with  insurance  paid,  $12,202.61;  loss  on 
buildings  with  no  insurance,  $8,077;  loss 
on  contents  with  insurance  paid,  $31,<- 
S74;  loss  on  contents  with  no  Insurance. 
$92,085.  In  other  words,  of  the  year'a 
flre  loaa  insurance  was  paid  to  the 
amount  of  $4$,777.$1,  while  the  loss  for 
which  no  insurance  was  carried  waa 
$98,112.  Of  the  property  at  risic  insur- 
ance' to  the  amount  of  $885,300  waa  cat* 
Tied  on  buildinga  and  $112,$6*  on  con- 
tents. 

The  good  work  of  the  flre  prevention 
squad  is  Indicated  by  the  fact  that  dur- 
ing the  year  a  total  of  3,426  buildings 
were  inspected.  In  responding  to 
alarms  the  department  travelled  an  ag- 
gregate of  990  miles,  laid  4«,000  feet  of 
hose,  used  2,41$  gallona  of  chemical  and 
worked  at  the  actual  work  of  flre  flght- 
Ing  206  hours.  There  were  183  flre  pre- 
ventlbn  notices  served,  seven  flre  es- 
capes installed  and  2,121  permits  issued 
for  burning  rubbish.  Police  court  oon- 
victiona  for  Infraction  of  the  flre  pre- 
vention regulations  were  13. 

Concerning  the  effective  work  done  by 
the  flre  prevention  squad  Flre  Chief  Da- 
vis reports:  "The  steady  decreaae  of 
Area  in  the  mercantile  section  I  attri- 
but*  to  our  flre  prevention  Inspectlona 
aad  to  tha  vigilant  manner  In  which  tha 
Inapaotora  have  carried  out  their  work, 
cauaing  the  Immadiata  removal  of  all 
hasardoua  features  that  existed.  Their 
auggestlons  re  the  re-arranglng  of  stock 
piled  in  basements,  ate.,  so  aa  to  give 
free  acoesa  to  the  firemen  la  ease  of 
flre,  have  In  every  case  been  earrlad  out. 
In  fact,  tha  merchanta  aad  otbars  In-' 
terested  are  ttelng  so  educated  aa  to  tha 
Importance  of  flre  praraation  that  littla 
difflculty  la  experienced  la  receiving 
their  immediate  oo-operatlon  in  the  reo-

Addresses  by  Victoria's  successful 
business  men  before  High  School  stud- 
ants  aa  part  of  schoql  curricula  ware 
proposed  to  the  Board  of  <  Trade  coun- 
cil yeaterday  momlag  by  Mr.  R.  R.

The  opportunity  before  Victoria  bus- 
iness men  to  cut  and  market  tha  timber 
of  the  Nitinat  Lake  diatrlct  at  a  profit 
waa  pointed  out  yeaterday  to  the  Baard' 
Of  Trade  by  Mr.  C.  B.  Joiiea,  of  the 
Nitinat  Loggingr  Company.  Ha  aald 
that  an  almoat  unlimited  amount  of 
spruce  waa  wanted  by  tha  Imperial  Mu- 
nitiona  Board  and  that  there  was  plen- 
ty of  it  to  be  found  in  tha  Nitinat 
country,  providing  auffloient  capital  wfi 
provided  to  promote  tha  undertaking. 

Mr.  Jonea  aald  that  the  In\perial  Mu- 
nition Board'a  cruiaer  reported  that 
there  were  100,000,040  feet  of  apruce 
available  in  the  Nitinat  district,  valued 
at  a  conservative  eatlmate  in  the  log 
state  at  $16  a  thousand.  His  own 
company  had  been  given  a  contract 
which  could  be  tripled  to  Involve  tha 
supplying  of  100,000  feet  a  day.  for  a 
period  of  probably  a  year.  A  '-ompany 
with  a  capital  of  from  $30,000  to  $4*,- 
000  would  be  In  a  position  to  handle 
such  an  offer. 

Questioaed  as  to  the  need  of  the  Im- 
perial Munitions  Board  of  buying  such 
vast  quantities  of  spruce  for  the  con- 
struction of  aeroplanes  whent  so  little 
of  the  material  was  actually  uaed  for

Healthy  Condition8  In  Raanlc-h — Dr. 

C  Denton  Holmes,  medical  health  of- 
ficer of  Saanich,  reports  that  the 
number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease 
In  Saanich  in  the  course  of  the  past 
year  has  been  negligible  since  the 
epidemic-  of  measles  early  last  Spring. 
The  fact  that  only  one  death  occurred 
among  the  600  cases  of  measles  is 
pointed  to  as  remarkable.  The  lack 
of  typhoid  in  the  district  generally  in 
also  commented  on.  the  few  cases 
which  occurred  in  the  Prospect  Lake 
district  being  exclusively  among 
visitors  from  the  city.  Analyses  of 
the  water  of  Prospect  Lake  and  the 
wells  of  the  district  showed  that  the 
condition  there  was  excellent,  and  it 
is  the  opinion  of  the  health  offlcer 
that  the  cases  had  not  ori^nated  in 
Saanich  sources.  All  through  the 
municipality  the  water  supply  is  o^ 
good  quality.  Only  four  cases  of 
tuberculosis  have  been  reported  in 
Saanich  during  the  past  year,  an  un- 
ilsually  low  figure.

The  local  hotel  men  are  today  indig- 
nant at  the  action  of  t^eir  Vancouver 
confreres  in  maklnar  capital  out  of  an 
Interview  which  Mr.  Herbert  Cuthbert 
gave  to  the  local  press  and  which  ap- 
peared in  last  Sunday's  paper  under  the 
lntorri>gatory  bead.  'Where  JVIU  Vic- 
toria   Put    5,000   Vlsitorsr* 

The  hotel  men  In  Vancouver,"  de- 
clared the  manager  of  a  well-known 
hostelry  here,  are  advising  tourists  to 
steer  ahy  of  Victoria.  Wiiat's  the  use  of 
going  there,'  they  say;  you  will  never 
be  able  to  get  accommodation.  The 
hotels,  rooming-houaea,  and  apartments 
are  full  and  people  are  being  turned 
away  by  the  score.' 

We  have  not  turned  away  a  solitary 
person  this  Winter,"  he  continued,  and 
oould  accommodate  twice  the  number 
that  we  have  registered  with  us.  Dur- 
Ing  the  Chriatmas  and  New  Tear  rush, 
when  the  article  appear'ed  in  the  paper, 
we  were  filled  to  the  celling,  biit  this 
cannot  be  taken  aa  a  criterion  of  the 
season." 

'There  Is  no  place  on  the  Coast  with 
more  and  better  hotel  accommodation 
than  Victoria,"  aald  Mr.  Steve  .Tones, 
"and  nothing  is  calculated  to  do  more 
harm  to  the  city  than  these  rumors 
w<hich  are  being  circulated  in  the  Ter- 
minal City." 

"We  are  not  eaylng  that  the  hotel  men 
of  Vancouver  are  trying  to  knock  thk 
city,  but  we  do  say  that  they  are  cer- 
tainly not  boosting  it."  was  the  com- 
ment of  another. 

That  this  Winter  will  be  a  record  sea* 
■on  for  tourist  travel  from  the  Prairies 
was  the  statement  of  Commissioner  C. 
L..  Armstrong,  of  the  Vtctorla  and  Isl- 
and I^velopment  Association.  "It  is 
quite  true  that  a  few  weeks  ago  we  were 
stuck  for  acconxmodation  as  far  as  fur- 
nished rooms  and  apartments  were  con- 
cerned, but  since  that  time  we  have 
gathered  together  lists  showing  dozens 
of  furnished  apartments  and  such  like, 
and  could  place  fifty  or  sixty  familes 
tomorrow.  We  expect  several  thou- 
aand  tourists  from  the  Northwest  In  the 
next  few  weeks,  and  the  sooner  we  as- 
sure them  that  they  ca«  \ff  accommo- 
dated in  the  city  the  better  it  will  be 
for  Victoria.  If  Vancouver  attempts  to 
hold  them  over  there  by  filling  them  up 
with  a  lot  of  erroneous  information  it 
will  do  this  city  an  Inestimable  amount 
of  injury."

ArlsiriK  out  of  the  recent  7101106  rourt 
cane  against  I>r.  Rupert  E.  McKlbbon, 
Who  was  oonvkted  of  an  Infraction  of 
the  British  Columbia  Prohibition  Act, 
an  inquiry  was  Instituted  yesterday 
morning  at  the  Legislative  Buildings  by 
the  executive  comnnlttee  of  the  Council 
of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  sur- 
geons Into  the  conduct  of  Dr.  McKlb- 
bon on  that  occasion.  Though  the  doc- 
tor had  been  served  with  notice  to  ap- 
pear, he  failed  to  attend. 

The  inquiry  proceeded  upon  four  dis- 
tinct counts,  first,  that  Dr.  McKlbl>on 
on  October  18  unlawfully  i^ave  to  Rob- 
ert W.  Malnwaring,  a  provincial  con- 
stable, a  written  prescription  for' liquor, 
such  person  not  having  been  a  bona  flde 
patient  and  not  In  actual  need,  and  that 
suth  liquor  was  prescribed  by  the  doc- 
tor without  believing,  in  his  Judgment 
as  a  physician,  that  the  use  of  liquor 
as  medicine  In  the  quantity  prescribed 
was  necessary  for  such  person.  In  con- 
travention of  the  provisions  of  the 
British  Columbia  Prohibition  ^Act.  The 
other  counts  referred  to  Dr.  McKibbon's 
falliJVe  to  keep  the  necessary  record  of 
prescriptions  issued  under  the  terms  of' 
the  act,  charged  him  with  placing  the 
name  of  a  druggiat  on  a  vrescrlptlon 
Issued  by  him  ^  one  1|.  Hutchlngs  and 
on  the  same  Aite  this  laauance  of  a 
similar  prescription  to  the  wife  of  the 
same  Hutchlngs,  and  set  forth  that  on 
various  occasions  between  October  1  and 
18  Dr.  McKlbbon  issued  numerous  pre- 
scriptions for  liquor  contrary  to  the 
Prohibition   Act. 

Proof  that  Dr.  McKlbi>on  has  been  a 
registered  practitioner  since'  1898  was 
given  by  Major  Proctor,  of  Vancouver, 
registrar  and  secretary  of  the  College  f 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons.  Mr. 
Thomas  Home,  Government  vendor: 
Provincial  Constable  Malnwaring  and 
Sergeant  Fry.  of  the  city  force,  gave 
evidence  similar  to  that  they  gave  at 
the  police  court  hearing  of  tbe  charge 
against  Dr.   McKlbbon. 

Following  the  formal  proceedings  the 
committee  held  a  short  private  session, 
at  which  the  report  to  be  submitted  to 
the  full  council  was  considered.  On  the 
action  of  the  latter  body  will  depend 
whether,  upon  the  facts  as  adduced  at 
the  Inquiry,  the  name  of  Dr.  McKlbbon 
should  not  be  erased  from  the  British 
Columbia  Medical   Register.

The  Civic  Retrenchment  Association 
Is  about  to  start  an  aggressive  cam- 
paign for  a  solution  of  the  question  of 
municipal  finances,  which  is  at  present 
a  heavy  burden  on  this  and  other  ^cities 
of  the  Province.  As  a  first  step,  a 
special  meeting  of  the  Association  has 
been  called  for  next  Monday  night, 
when  the  menrbera  will  have  a  number 
of  resolutions  placed  before  them  for 
adoption.  The  most  Important  of  these 
deals  with  the  question  of  arrears  of 
taxes  on  the  homes  and  property  of 
men  flghtlnc  at  the  front  or  ot  rela- 
tlvejj  of  those  who  have  fallen.  It  Is 
pointed  out  that  In  the  four  years  the 
war  has  lasted  the  action  of  the  mora- 
torium has  been  to  pile  up  an  impos- 
sible burden  against  the  property  of 
the  tlghting  men  in  the  form  of  unpaid 
arrears  of  taxes,  all  of  which  la 
treitted  as  an  asset  by  the  city.  The 
resolution  will  aak  the  Provincial  Qov- 
ernment  to  assume  this  charge  and 
also  the  payment  of  taxes  on  soldiers' 
■property  which  will  become  due  one 
year  after  his  discharge,  thus  taking 
the  load  off  the  shoulders  of  men  who 
will  never  be  able  to  pay  an<l  Klvliig 
the  miink-lpalitles  a  sum  <rl  money  In 
hand  in  lieu  of  an  asset  which  the  Re- 
trenchment Association  claims  will 
never  be  of  value  unless  the  soldier 
owner  is  dispossessed   by   tax  sale. 

It  Is  proposed  that  the  suggisted 
remedy  should  apply  only  to  a  soldier's 
home,  or  to  one  lot  In  the  event  of  a 
man  owning  many,  and  each  case 
should  be  Judged  on  Its  own  merits. 
Further,  it  is  suggested  that  the  aid 
of  the  Province  should  only  be  ex- 
tended to  men  who  were  owners  of  the 
property  at  the  time  of  the  declaration 
of  war,  and  should  apply  only  to  taxes 
in  arrears  since  he  Joined  the  forces. 
It  Is  pointed  out  that  the  Soldiers'  Re- 
lief Act  as  at  present  drawn  Is  of  little 
value  to  the  soldier,  and  It  makes  Im- 
possible an  accurate  estimate  of  the 
city's  assets. 

Another  resolution  which  will  1#3 
submitted  deals  with  civic  finances 
and  the  failure  of  the  city  to  keep  up 
the  sinking  fund  to  the  figure  required. 
It  will  ask  that  an  outside  auditor  be 
engaged  at  once  to  preimre  a  concise 
and  understandable  statement  of  the 
city's  financial  position  and  that  until 
his  report  la  submitted  no  tax  rate  be 
struck  for  1918. 

Among  the  reasons  put  forward  for 
the  appointment  of  an  auditor  Is  a 
suspicion  that  taxpayers  are  being 
burdened  with  an  unjust  load  on  be- 
half of  property-owners  who  are  In 
arrears. 

The  third  resolution  will  urge  on  the 
city  fathers  that.  In  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  percentage  of  taxes  paid  In 
1917  was  no  higher  than  191S,  the  ex- 
penditures ^f  both  City  and  School 
Board  In  tl^>  coming  year  should  be 
reduced  In  every  branch  of  their  work. 

If  the  resolutions  are  adopted.  It  Is 
the  Intention  of  the  executive  of  the 
Aaspciatlon  to  call  Wieetlngs  In  the 
various  wards  wUh  the  object  of  ob- 
taining the  general  support  of  the  pub- 
lic for  the  proposals.

VANCOUVER,  B.  C,  Jan.  4.— There 
Is  every  hope  In  shipbuilding  circles 
that  the  Dominion  Oovernment  will 
establish  mills  In  British  Columbia  for 
the  rolling  of  steel  ship  plates  In  ac- 
cordance with  Its  policy  mado  public 
at  Ottawa  yesterday  that  It  would 
carry  on  a  big  shipbuilding  pro- 
gramme running  up  to  300,000  tons 
annually  and  Is  negotiating  for  estab- 
lishing steel  nillls  In  the  Dominion. 

Mr.  J.  J.  Coughlan,  of  John  -Cough< 
Ian  A  Sons,  the  yard  which  has  orders 
for  ten  steel  steamers  and  employs 
1,200  men,  said  this  morning'  that 
British  Columbia  had  a  very  good 
claim  for  some  of  the  steel  mills.  He 
pointed  ouf  that  his  yard  had  a  pro- 
gramme of  100.000  tons  for  1918  and 
that  the  Wallace  yard  and  other 
establishments  brought  the  total 
capacity  to .  well  over  half  of  the  pro- 
posed  programme,  and  this  should 
prove  a  strong  argument  In  the  effO|ft 
to  have  some  of  the  mills  here.

A  Wonnan  Candidate 

The  news  that  Mrs.  Ralph  Smith 
haa  decided  to  <>ecome  a  candidate 
for  the  seat  in  Vancouver  left  vacant 
by  the  death  of  her  husband  has  been 
received  with  interest  by  many  wo- 
men of  different  political  leanings  in 
every  part  of  the  Province. 

No  one  who  haa  ever  heard  Mrs. 
Smith  speak  will  doubt  either  her 
courage  or  the  strength  ot  her  con- 
victions. Those  who  knew  her  as  a 
faithful  wife  and  a  good  mother  will 
feel  assured  that  she  would  not  have 
entered  the  political  arena  unless  she 
had  felt  confident  that  she  could.  If 
elected,  serve  the  people  of  the  Prov- 
ince well. 

Though  she  now  lives  in  Vancouver, 
Mrs.  Smith  has  an  excellent  knowl- 
edge of  the  needs  of  the  mining  pop- 
ulation of  Vancouver  Island.  Indeed, 
her  husband  8  position  as  member  of 
the  Federal  Parliament  will  have 
helped  her  to  gain  such  an  Insight 
into  the  affairs  of  this  western  prov- 
ince as  few,  whether  men  or  women, 
possess.  This  woman  candidate  will 
not  aak  for  the  suffragea  of  the  elect- 
ors because  she  is  a  woman,  and  it 
would  be  paying  her  a  poor  compli- 
ment to  vote  for  her  for  any  other 
reason  than  that  she  is  the  best  can- 
didate in  the  fleld.  Neither  sex  haa 
a  monopoly  of  honesty,  ability  and 
high  principle,  and  In  these  days  the 
Legislature  needs  members  who  pos- 
sess these  in  a  high  degree.  It  is 
because  women  believe  that  Mrs. 
Smith  seeks  election  on  her  merits 
that  they  hope  she  will  succeed. 

Self  Seeking 

I(  would  be  very  unfortunate  if  a 
consequence  of  the  admission  of  wo- 
men to  the  electorate  were  to  create 
among  them  a  body  of  office  seekers. 
There  can  be  no  question  that  there 
are  some  ofllces  in  the  gift  of  tho 
Government  which  some  women  can 
nil  well.  There  is  provincial  work 
for  which  women  are  specially  suited. 
Is  it  too  much  to  hope  that  they  will 
let  the  office  work  seek  thera  rather 
than  that  they  should  seek  office. 
There  hae.beeA^  the  past  too  much 
Intrigue  in  all  parts  of  Canada.  *thm 
aaylhg  that  no  oh*  ban  get  anything 
without  "pull"  has  too  much  truth  in 
it  for  the  public  good.  Self-interest 
blinds  the  eyes  of  votera  to  the  public 
welfare.  Unfortunately  In  this  coun- 
try there  are  few  men  or  women  who 
can  freely  give  their  services  to  the 
state.  And  yet.  In  private  life  >%> 
do  not  expect  at^yone  to  worJ^for  us 
without  reward.  Tho  whole  of  us, 
that  is,  the  state,  can  afford  to  pay 
our  servants.  But  there  is  no  room 
for  the  incompetent  or  the  dishonest 
workman  or  work  woman.  Let  wo- 
men set  the  example  of  asking  plain- 
ly for  work  they  think  they  are  flt- 
.ted  for,  but  let  them  refuse  to  de- 
scend to  wire-pulling.  Perhaps  there 
are  few  ways  in  which  they  can  serve 
the  Province  better  than  by  flrmly 
setting  their  faces  against  the  private 
use  of  their  power  as  electors.  To 
maintain  the  independence  and  tl>e 
purity  of  the  franchise  is  not  the 
smallest  part  of  the  mission  of  tho^ 
woman  voter.  Those  who  are  fitted 
for  office  will  receive  it  sooner  or 
later  in  the  majority  ot  cases.  If  not. 
independence  is  better  than  office, 
however  remunerative«  or  reaponsible. 

Primitive  Ways 

There  are  evidences  that  men  and 
women  too  are  returning  to  old-fash- 
ioned waya  with  advantage  to  them- 
selves and  to  others.  Four  years  ago 
it  would  have  been  looked  upon  aa 
Impossible  for  city  women  to  knit 
socks.  Now  we  know  that  soldiers 
and  sailors  would  have  suffered  but 
for  the  revival  of  the  homely  craft. 

It  la  beginning  to  be  felt  that  !f 
men  and  boys  on  this  Pacific  Coast 
spent  their  leisure  time  in  fishing  as 
their  grandfathers  and  great-grand- 
fathers did  4n  the  bays  and  shoals 
of  the  Atlantic  seaboard,  there  would 
be  leas  need  to  complain  of  the  high 
cost  of  living.  The  business  of  flailing 
Mhs  been  given  over  to  companies, 
who  charge  what  they  please  for  a 
hanreot  that  is  free  to  all. 

On  the  beaches  and  under  the  tim- 
ber there  Is  a  supply  of  firewood 
which  If  gathered  would  save  house- 
holders ihuch  needless  expense  when 
they  are  near  enouirh  to  take  it  home 
themselves.  These  aro  some  of  the 
ways  by  which  living  might  be  made 
easier  for  people  whose  purses  are 
light.

'     Conrtcny  Pays 

Women  do  most  of  the  shopping, 
and  in  these  days  the  greater  number 
of  sales  aro  made  by  women.  It  was 
however,  as  will  be  seen,  a  man  who. 
in  a  Chicago  journal,  called  System, 
gives  advice  to  his  fellow  salesmen. 
If  women  shoppers  feel  a  little  Irrl- 
Uted  when  redding  the  following  par- 
agraphs, they  may  serve  to  show  that 
customers  as  well  as  clerks  should 
be  careful  of  their  demeanor  and  that 
In  evefy  case  true  courtesy  pays.  The 
writer  says  In  part: 

"Ypu  can  never  afford  to  be  in  a 
hurry  with  the  woman  ahopper.  If 
she  has  much  to  say.  and  she  some- 
times haa.  In  the  ^ay  of  irrelevant 
Information,  you  must  listen  with  pa- 
tience and  sympathy  if  you  want  to 
hold  her  trade.  Nor  can  you  afford 
to  be  too  familiar,  I  knew  a  retail 
grocer  who  had  a  valuable  customer 
— a  rich  woman  who  traded  with  him 
regularly.  He  was  always  friendly, 
polite  and  courteous,  but  one  morning 
he  unthinkingly  made  a  Jocular  re- 
mark, harmless  In  itself,  which  of- 
fended her.  She  never  came  back, 
despite  many  attempted  explanations. 
The  wpman  shopper  is  very  sensitive. 

"Most  of  all,  perhaps,  does  she  ap- 
preciate square  treatment  and  a  deli- 
cate llattery  that  may  be  expressed 
through  little  acts  of  consideration 
and  courtesy.  .    .   . 

"On  the  other  hand.  It  is  undeniably 
true  that  there  is  nothing  the  average 
woman  shopper  appreciates  so  read- 
ily, as  a  bargain.  Even  more  than  a 
man  she  will  chase  the  delusion  of 
getting  something  for  nothing.  The 
merchant  who  caters  to  the  woman 
shopper  will  make  bargain  sales  part 
of  his  policy. 

"A  ifroman's  ideas  of  values  are  us- 
ually comparative.  Her  standard  is 
the  low  price  she  paid  for  it  once: 
and  aha  is  pretty  certain  to  remeiQber 
that  price  always.   .    .    . 

^ou  can  appeal  to  a  wopian  shop- 
per by  consulting  her  convenience 
and  endeavoring  to  save  her  trouble. 
Women  hate  unnecessary  drudgery. 
Because  a  certain  retail  grocer  in  the 
city  in  wBioh  I  live  reoogniies  this 
fatit.  he  has  a  large  following  among 
housekeepers.  *"  When  they  call  upon 
him  he  usually  has  some  labor-savlqg 
device  to  show  them.  Sometimes  it  Is 
a  patent  'gas-ltehter.  -  sometimes  an 
'antisplash'  forscaucete,  sometimes  a 
food-chopper^  tfiQctlmes  a  new  vacu- 
um Washer.  '.^ .   , 

I  "It  Is  never  wl««  to  be  too  technical 
with  the  woman  shopper,  or  to  try  to 
convince  her  of  the  unfailing  need 
and  wisdom  of  certain  common  regu- 
ulations  of  business.  In  the  first 
place,  yoti  can  probably  never  per- 
suade her  that  a  business  rule  is  right 
Just  because  someone  says  it  is.  In 
the  second  place,  she  is  interested 
only  in  her  side  of  the  question  any- 
way." 


peculiar  view  point  and  a  goo4  wo- 
man's weekly  should  have  aupp«rt 
not  only  in  Vanoouver  but  through- 
out x:anada.  In  the  education  of 
women  votera  and  la  the  spread  ot 
a  higher  and  purer  morality  there 
ia  a  wide  fleld  for  the  woman  Journ- 
alist.

Oleenavgarlae 

It  is  now  lawful  to  sell  margarine 
In  Canada.  The  Food  Bulletin.  Mr. 
Henna's  organ,  tells  us  that:  "The  reg- 
ulations regarding  the  manufacture  In 
Canada  of  oleomargarine  are  etrict.  so 
that  the  highest  hygienic  sundard  will 
be  Imperative  in  the  factories.  There 
must  be  no  possible  'contamination 
from  jibJectlonable  odors  from  packing 
houses.  fertilizer  houses  or  other 
sources'  and  all  machinery  must  be 
'modern  and  capable  of  easy  and  effi- 
cient cleaning,' 

"Bimtlarly  in  the  Imported  article  the 
Canadian  regulatlona  demand  tbe  strict- 
est adherence  to  cleanliness  in  manu- 
facture. No  oleomargarine  can  be  im- 
ported unless  made  under  Government 
Inspection  in  the  land  of  origin,  and  the 
name  and  address  0f  the  maker  must 
be  printed  on  each  package.  No  sut>- 
Btltute  for  what  is  strictly  known  in 
the  trade  as  'oleomargarine'  can  be  im^ 
ported  or  made  In  Canada,  and  the  word 
'oleomargarine'  mi^t  be  printed  on  each 
package  aAd  label  in  large  type,  so  as 
to  prevent  the  possibility  of  oleomar- 
garine being  sold  as  anything  else. 

"The  Canadian  regulations,  therefore, 
pr6tect  the  consumer  and  the  dairy 
farmer  in  a  way  unsprpaased  in  any 
other  country  in  the  world,  as  they 
were  framed  to  give  the  assurance  to 
buyers  that  they  were  getting  a  whole- 
some product,  and  yet  absolutely  to 
protect  dairy  products  from  unfair  com- 
petition   through    fraudulent   praotloes," 

Consumers  would  have  been  glad  to 
learn  the  price  at  which  this  substi- 
tute for  butter  will  be  sold.  It  will 
be  a  great  boon  if  it  is  cheap.  Dry 
bread  Is  not  good  food  for  children,  even 
when  they  have  enough  of  it.  They 
need  the  fat.  but  when  nutter  is  fifty 
cents  a  pound  the  mother  who  has  sev- 
eral children  to  provide  for  cannot  buy 
1(.  No  one  need^  be  afraid  that  Cana- 
dian margarine  will  not  be  wholesome 
when  it  can  be  obutned. 
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Saving  Tea  Iteavca

citating devicea  The  Chief  Inspector 
made  this  comment:  "The  number 
of  persons  employed  underground  In 
the  coal  and  metal  mines  was  7,050, 
giving  one  mine  rescue  apparatus  for 
every  87  persons  employed,  and  one 
oxygen  resuscitating  device  for  every 
178  persons  employed." 

T}^^  Instructor  at  ths  Oovsmment 
Mine  Rescue  Station  at  FeriiTe.  in 
Crow's  Nest  distriOt.  reported  for  1916 
that  during  the  months  of  January 
and  February  eight  men  had  pre- 
sented themselves  at  ths  station  for 
a  course  of  instruction  in  the  use  of 
the  mine  rescue  apparattis,  and  that 
two  of  theee  did  not  complete  the 
course.  It  was  added:  "Slnee  then 
it  has  been  very  dlfflcult  to  get  men 
to  take  op  training  la  mine  rescne 
work."  The  pobllshsd  ofllelal  returns 
showed  that  In  1918  there  were  1,874 
persona  employed  at  the  oolllertes  of 
the  Crow's  Nest  district — 1.126  under- 
ground and  649  above  ground;  also 
that  only  twenty  certifloateo  of  com- 
petency in  mine  rescue  methods  had 
been  isstied  during  the  year.  Figures 
are  not  at  hand  to  Show  how  many 
of  the  1,116  underground  employees 
hold  such  certificates,  but  It  is  not 
suggestive  of  adequate  provision  for 
tbe  protection  of  nndergroond  work- 
ers to  have  oflkslal  testimony  that  it  is 
dimeult  to  arot  men  to  take  the  requi- 
site training,  and  that  seemingly,  for 
ten  months  out  of  twelve  there  was 
no  one  for  the  Instructor  to  give  Jn- 
struction  to.  notwithstanding  that 
there  were  more  than  1.800  employees 
at  the  coal  mines  of  the  district,  some 
of  which  are  stated  to  bo  the  most 
gaseous  mines  operating  In  the  Prov- 
ince. Whether  enthusiasm  had  died 
out,  or  whether  there  was  laxity  on 
the  part  of  mine-operators  or  Oovem- 
ment  oflBcials,  Is  not  known,  but  the 
simple  fact  remains  that  according  to 
the  oflletal  Instruq^r's  report,  only 
six  men  completed  a  mine  rescue 
training  course  at  the  FemIe  station 
in  the  year  1918.  and  that  while 
1.018  persons  were  employed  at  the 
neighboring  Coal  Creek  ^^niery. 
711  of  them  underground. 

In  regard  to  flrst-ald.  the  Instructor 
in  First-Aid  work  for  ths  Prevlnoe  re- 
ported that:  "During  1911  approxi- 
mately 439  mining  employees  attend- 
ed a  course  of  lectures  on  flrst-ald 
work  given  by  various  mine  doetors. 
The  total  number  passing  final  osam- 
InaUons  and  who  were  awarded  cer- 
tificates of  varlono  grades  IsBiied  by 
the  St.  John  Ambolaaee  Assoflstkni 
is  placed  at  IK."  In  oonnoetton  with 
classes  together  having  110  members, 
no  easmlnatlon  had  been  held  at  the 
time  the  ofllelal  report  was  aaada.  It 
was  noted,  farther,  that  In  order  to 
eoeotiraipe'  the  flrsi-old  training  among 
the  ffitaera.  eompetltions  were  hold 
for  caps  provided  br  the  DoportOMOt 
of  Mtaes.

Ha  la  declared  to  be 
a  whole-hearted  supporter  of  the  Bol- 
abavlki.  with  whom  h^  apparently  is  in 
close  touch.  The  Dally  Mail  quotes  him 
as  saying  that  until  a'oourier  bring* 
him  his  formal  appointment  he  cannot 
si||r  whether  be  ii;ill  acce|»t  the  araibas- 
sadoralitv,  hnt  In  a  loaig  Intsrvlew  In 
fhit  Dally  Chronicle  he  speaks  as  if  he 
la  reaolvAd  to  take  It,. 

"My  task  as '  ambassador,"  he  says, 
"will  ^  to  disseminate  the  truth  about 
Russia.  It  Is  grossly  mischievous  to 
>Mk>res«nt  the  iBolsheviki  as  pro-Oerman. 
aatl-Ally,  or  as  mere  pacifists.  They 
rea|||se  as  elearly  as  anyone  that 
kaiserism  and  Junkerdom^are  the  great- 
est obstacles  to  the  seK-emanclpation 
of  the  International  proletariat,  but 
have  discovered  that  Prussia  is  not  the 
only  soir  for  the  congenial  growth  of 
noxious^lants.  They  oppose  replacing 
Pruaalan  minlariam  by  Russian.  French 
and  iBaglMi  militarism." 

M.  Liitvlnoff  declared  his  emphatic  be- 
lief that  by  the  present  negotiations  and 
propaganda  among  th«  German  soldiers 
in  the  Kast^  Trotsky  and  Lenine  are 
aontrlbuUng  lo  the  downfall  of  kalssr- 
Ism  moM  effectually  ^haa  the  Allies 
nghttng  in  ths  West.  He  concludes: 
"I  am  adngolne  enough  to  imagine  that 
the  RuaalsA  ^d  German  armies  on  the 
Kaatem  front  some  day  will  march  to- 
gether against  the  common  foe  of  the 
world's  proletariat  in  Germany  Itself, 
and  perhaps  in  other  countries,  too."

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GERMANY  ENDEAVORS 
TO  KEEP  OP  AIR  RAlt 


For  Past  Year  Enemy  Has 
Worked  Hard  to  Meet  Al- 
lies' Flying  Superiority- 
Learned  Lesson  on  Somme. 


When  the  Battle  of  the  Somme  had 
■pent  Itaelf  in  the  mud  and  mlat  a 
year  a«o,  the  Germane,  realizing  how 
narrowJy  they  had  eecaped  declaive 
defeat,  held  a  careful  Inquiry  Into  the 
causes  of  their  unexpected  weakness. 
The  explanation  that  came  from  the 
■taffs  of  the  armies  on  the  Somme 
was  that  the  main  reason  for  the 
superiority  of  the  Allies  was  the 
hopeless  inferiority  of  the  Oerman 
air  service.  The  British  and  French 
Kuns  were  Kuided:  the  Oerman  Runs 
were  not.  The  rest  followed  logical- 
ly. From  the  moment  when  this  fact 
was  recornlsed.  dates  the  rreat  Oer- 
man effort  to  recover  the  ascendancy 
in  the  air.  In  November,  1»16.  the 
whole  air  power  of  the  Oerman  army 
was  united  under  the  command  of 
a  single  chief.  General  von  Hoeppner, 
a  cavalryman,  younr  for  his  ranic, 
who  had  served  through  the  Somme 
battle  as  Chief  of  Staff  of  General  von 
Below's  army. 

Oeneral  von  Hoeppner  left  the 
Somme  fully  convinced  that  the  Al- 
lies owed  their  success  to  their  su- 
periority in  the  air.  and  he  set  to 
work  instantly  to  radress  the  bal- 
•i.nce.  He  has  full  powers,  and  the 
full  support  of  bis  military  chiefs  and 
of  the  iCalser.  The  construction,  as 
well  as  the  strategical  and  tactical 
'  employment  of  the  Oerman  air 
squadrons  are  under  his  absolute  con- 
trol. Under  the  Kaiser  he  Is  Dictator 
af  the  Air,  and  as  he  has  the  needful 
force  of  will,  as  well  as  the  authority.^ 
to  carry  through  sweeping  changes, 
we  need  not  wonder  If  a  new  life 
seems  to  have  been  infused  into  the 
/German  air  service  since  the  Battle 
<^  the  Somme. 
'.-.,  ^-  Advertise  tor  Atomett 
-  *  General  von  Hoeppner's  first  busi- 
ness on  assuming  hJs  post  was  to  start 
a  campaign  in  the  army  and  in  the 
country  in  support  of  the  air  seryice. 
Volunteers  for  tSe  flytng  corps  were 
not  appearing  in  the  number  requir- 
ed. Under  von  Hoeppner  it  so6n  be- 
came known  that  efllcient  airmen  re- 
ceived prompt  reward  and  recogni- 
tion, and  enjoyed  all  kinds  of  favors 
from  their  chiefs.  The  press  was  fed 
with  suitable  artloles,  Interesting  ac- 
counts oC  the  feats  of  German  air- 
men, etc.,  and  an  air  exhibition  was 
held  in  Berlin.  Young  offleers  of 
other  arms  were  encouraged  to  be- 
coMM  airmen.  The  results  of  all  this 
adfettising  were  highly  satisfactory. 
There  Is  now  a  poeitivo  rush  of  suit- 
able candidates  for  the  air  rerviee. 

Similar  efforts  have  been  msde  to 
Improve  and  mtiltiply  the  flight  ma- 
terial of  the  army.  A  fighting  ma- 
chine was  wanted  that  could  meet 
the  French  Nienports  and  Spad 
planee  on  equal  terms.  All  aeroplane 
factories  were  set  to  work  at  high 
pressure  to  produce  it.  Wherever  a 
fatftery  could  be  found  .^prlth  suitable 
plant  not  •trmAr  making  aeroplanes 
or  aeroplane  parts,  Oeneral  von 
Hoeppner  prsesed  it  Into  his  service. 
%  To  increase  the  e«tp«t  df  the  fM- 
toriss,  types  both  of  aeroplanes  and 
engines  were  as  far  as  possible  stan- 


dardlsed,  and  piroduetlon  was  eon' 
oeatrated  on  the  four  types  eeleeted, 
the  Albatroes  fighting  pUne.  the  Alba- 
tross obeenration  two-seater,  and  the 
Deutsche  Fingwerke  ,  and  Oeneral 
Blectrical  Company  (A.  E.  0.)^mod- 
ela  Similarly,  attention  was  centred 
on  the  production  of  Bens  and  Mer- 
cedes motors,  at  .first  of  1«0  h.p..  and 
later  of  200  and  2«0  h.p.,  to  the  ne- 
glect of  other  makes,  with  the  result 
that  these  motors  can  now  be  turned 
out  at  a  much  fereater  rate  than  be- 
fore. 

Spoosor  for  Gothas 

But  having  sscured  an  adequate 
supply  of  theee  planes  and  engines, 
ths  best  ihen  procurable.  Oeneral 
von  H<^ppner  has  shown  perfect 
readiness  to  accept  improvements  in 
air  material  wherever  they  appear. 
He  is  the  chief  promoter  of  the  Ootha 
machine,  for  which  he  has  placed 
large  orders  with  the  Erfurt  factory 
that  builds  them.  Irately  he  has  been 
supplying  the  battle  squadrons  with 
a  large  number  of  planes  carrying 
two  machine-guns,  and  the  observa- 
tion planes  have  been  improved  in 
speed  and  armament  to  an  extent 
which  makes  them  formidable  antag- 
onists. 

The  true  test  of  an  air  squadron's 
efflciency,  writes  an  expert,  is  the 
number  of  hours  of  flight  its  ma- 
chines can  perform  during  the  stress 
of  a  long  battle.  Of  two  opposed 
squadrons,  the  winner  will  be  the 
one  that  can  wear  down  the  other, 
which  means  the  one  that  can  most 
often  take  the  air.  That  depends  on 
the  capacities  of  the  aerodoromes 
behind  the  front.  General  von  Hoepp- 
ner has  done  his  utmost  to  bring  his 
aerodromes  up  to  the  highest  state 
of  efllclency.  The  personnel  is  abun- 
dant. Bach  squadron  of  six  aero- 
planes has  in  its  service  a  comple- 
ment of  from  100  to  120  men.  To  each 
machine  there  are  four  mechanics 
and  every  squadron  has  its  own  train 
of  motor  transport,  motor  cars,  etc. 
The  aerodromes  are  protected  as  well 
as  possible  from  air  attack  by  anti- 
aircraft guns,  of  which  the  sir  ser- 
vice has  no  fewer  than  (00,  including 
a  large  number  of  4-inch  pieces.—— 
Router's  Special  Service. 

Hie  Brotherhood  of  Arms 
This  war  has  created  a  great  bro- 
therhood in  arms.  It  is  said  that  "a 
faithful  comrade  Is  a  sure  anchor." 
Since  that  anchor  has  been  tested  In 
storm  and  stress,  shall  we  not  try  to 
preserve  it  from  rust?  We  cannot  do 
so  by  gliding  It  and  laying  it  away  in 
the  histories  which  will  tell  of  these 
strenuous,  awful  and  yet  heartening 
years.  It  is  not  tq.  1m  forgotten.  If 
not  to  fall  to  pieces,  we  shall  do  well 
to  keep  It  always  before  our  eyes, 
decked  with  the  flowers  of  memory. 
The  time  will  come  when  the  New 
Navy  will  cease  to  exist  and  the  New 
Arkiy  will  be  demobilised;  sailors  and 
soldiers  will  again  take  their  places 
in  the  community  to  be  ecattered 
throughout  the  country.  It  will  be 
no  slight  gain  If  some  association, 
based  on  former  service  in  the  Great 
War,  be  maintained,  so  that  the  glor- 
ies of  former  days,  as  well  as  their 
trials  may  be  reviewed,  either  in 
speech  or  in  pleasant  gossip  over 
glass  and  pipe.  Imagination  pictures 
the  new  age,  when  men  will  welcome 
■  every  opportunity  of  meeting  together 
not  merely  to  recall  the  past,  but  to 
promote  each  other's  interests. — Lon- 
don Daily  Telegraph.

WAR  WORK  DEMANUS 
NEW  WAGE  SCAI£S 
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Problem  of  Employment  ^  of 
Women  Workers  in  U.S.  to 
Replace  Drafted  Men  Is 
Viewed  From  New  Angle; 


9fisii  Mary  Dreler,  chairman  of  the 
New  Tork  section  of  the  Committee  of 
Women-ln-Industry  branch  of  the  Ad- 
viaory  CommlSMlon  of  the  Council  of 
X>efenee  In  the  United  States.  ImuM  a 
call  to  the  employers  of  New  Tork 
a  week  ago  to  enltait  in  a  novel  patriotic 
movement,  eaya  The  New  York  World. 
f>h«  centred  her  appeal  around  the  ob- 
ligattona  of  the  employerti  csrrylnir  on 
business  in  the  greatest  industrial-  state 
in  the  Union,  In  the  course  of  a  confer- 
ence set  aside  for  the  discussion  of  all 
phases  of  the  subject.  "Workingwomen 
in  Wartime,"  held  at  Syracuse,  N.  T. 
Miss  Dreier  would  put  the  working- 
woman  on  the  same  plane  as  the  worfc- 
Ingman  whose  Job  she  takes  when  he 
has  been  drafted  into  military  service. 
The  matter  was  tackled  from  many 
ancles. 

Bmphasixinc  the  fact  that  the  war 
was  daily  making;  greater  demands  upon 
the  employers  and  the  workers  of  the 
nation  a«  the  draft  called  more  and 
more  men  to  the  colors,  she  said,  among 
other  things: 

"Emrployors  who  have  never  consid- 
ered woman's  labor  will  And  therein 
possibilities  not  before  contemplated, 
and  women  will  And  new  avenues  of 
employment:  industries  formerly  closed 
to  them  will  open  their  doors,  and  they 
will  be  drawn  from  unimportant  tndua> 
tries  to  those  essential  to  our  national 
existence. 

Xmployers'  OWlgatton 

"To  the  employers  in  this  state  a 
great  obligation  presents  Itself.  Whether 
they  will  meet  it  In  a  far-vJaloned.  com- 
prehensive spirit  of  true  patriotism,  or 
in  a  narrow,  aelf-seeklng,  self-satlsfled 
manner,  depends  u{>on  the  men  who 
dare  grasp  Industrial  leadership  now. 

"The  reason  why  New  Tork  State 
employers  have  this  special  opportunity 
is  because  it  is  the  greatest  industrial 
state  In  the  Union;  it  has  embodied  In 
Its  laws  protective  measures  for  the 
Workers  of  the  state,  and,  being  what 
it  is,  it  can  easily  take  leadership 
among  the  states  for  the  most  effective 
and  useful  service  to  the  nation.^' 

Miss  Dreier  then  went  on  to  show 
how  that  state.  In  connection  with  prac- 
tically the  whole  country,  had  had  a 
great  opl>ortunity  in  which  It  had  failed 
— namely,  in  the  treatment  accorded  to 
ths  immigrant  man  and  woman  who  had 
come  to  t\tkt  country  In  answer  to  in- 
dustrial needs.  Describing  the  short- 
sighted policy  toward  foreigners  as  one 
whlcli  had  destroyed  multitudes  of  men, 
she  also  maintained  that  it  had  created 
a  fertile  ground  for  anti-American 
forces  trying  to  undermine  the  nation. 

"It  is  of  supreme  importance,"  she 
told  hei*  audience,  "that  we  do  not  fall 
again." 

VroUsM  of  Safcslilliilloa 

Discussing  the  result  of  this  unique 
conference,  upon  her  return  to  New 
Tork  City  from  Byraetiee,  Kiss  DrSlcr 
said: 

"The  conference  gave  the  employer

"In  preparation  for  the  emergency  we

"In  the  meantime,  thousands  of  wo- 
men have  been  drawn  Into  Industries, 
and  New  Tork,  thongh  It  hasn't  big 
munition  plants,  is  a  centre  for  air- 
plane {hakihg.  The  textile  Industry, 
also,  is  in  full  swing  here,  as  well  as 
tent  making  and  other  war  activities.

"  'The  same  par  for  the  same  Job.'  is 
what  Commissioner  Sayre  called  It  To 
my  mind  it  is  not  only  fair  play  to 
women  to  pay  them  in  relation  to  their 
output,  but  a  question  of  fair  play  to 
the  men  who  have  been  cfilled  to  ser- 
vice, and  whose  places  the  women  are 
taking.  Ottierwise  these  men  will  And. 
when  they  come  back,  that  not  only 
ha^e  their  places  been  taken,  but  wages 
cut. 

"The  effect  of  the  'speeding  up'  of 
Industry  on  women  was  another  phase 
of  the  present  situation  discussed.  It 
Interested  me  very  much  to  And  that, 
so  far,  but  little  consideration  had  been 
given  to  women  in  relation  to  new  in- 
dustries. The  protection  of  working- 
women  as  a  mattar  of  shop  manage- 
ment' was  suggested  by  the  head  of  one 
large  company.  Bach  factory  should 
have  a  special  labor  department,  he 
thought,  to  consider  the  question  of  ad- 
justment and  the  labor  power  of  the 
concern,  take  up  all  questions  relative 
to  the  workers'  welfare,  and  famniarise 
Itself  with  ths  workars*  point  of  tIsw 
and  needs.

The  coiintry  likes  to  be  told  things 
about  the  army,  the  circumstances  of 
its  brothers,  sons,  fathers  and  hus- 
bands, and  now,  in  these  days  of  the 
"Waacs,"  of  Its  womenfolk  at  the 
front  also.  Largely  It  Is  the  particu- 
lar Interest  of  the  Individual  In  his 
own  particular  friends  and  relativea, 
his  own  local  regiment  and  so  forth. 
It  is  equally  Interested  In  the  do- 
mestic problems  of  these  Indlvlduala 
In  the  mass,  thonch  It  does  not  en- 
vlsa«e  maaa  problems  as  readily  as  In- 
dividual problenia.  If  a  soldier 
writes  homo  "crouslng"  more  or  less 
mildly  about  the  food,  his  friends 
sympathise  and  undorstand,  but  they 
do  not  readily  realise  what  that  prob- 
lem means  to  the  authorities  who 
have  to  deal  with  It  In  connection 
with  millions  of  men. 

When  one  stops  to  think  about  It, 
however,  the  feeding  of  well  over  Ave 
million  men,  distributed  over  a  con- 
siderable area  of  the  surface  of  the 
globe  is  no  light  undertaking.  Take 
the  supplying  of  the  army  with  meat. 
In  the  past,  an  advancing  army  was 
followed  wherever  It  went  by  herds 
of  cattle,  which  were  herded  along 
from  plaTie  to  place  and  used  when 
necessary.  Obviously -.that  is  not  a 
very  practical  method  for  many 
reasons  whsn  nations  go  to  war.  It 
may  be  assumed,  therefore!  that  soms 
of  the  more  general  aspects  of  ths 
methods  by  which  this  problem  ta 
surmounted  today  may  b«  of  Interest 
when  it  is  remembered  that  In  terms 
of  the  Individual  the  larger  problem 
involves^  ths  lesser  problem  of  ths 
satisfactory  feeding  of  the  Individual 
soldier.  Moreover  it  Is  a  problem  the 
succeft<ul  solution  of  whieh  contains 
within  ItssIC  an  esaantlal  slsmsat  of 
▼letory. 

The  troops  In  the  trenehss  art 
allowed  one  pound  of  meat  per  dajr 
per  man.

To  carry  the  Immense  quantities  re- 
quired the  Oovsrnment  eventually 
had  to  requlslthm  the  wibel*  of  the 
Insulated  space  of  the  shipping  de- 
voted to  th*  froa*n  meat  traflic  la 
this  way  10,000  tons  of  meat  are  sup- 
plied every  month  to  the  British

Allies.  Th*  dominions  hav*  also  as- 
Biatad  with  th*  cr*at*st  wllUncness 
ever  £40,000,000  worth  of  b**f,  mut- 
ton and  lamb  being  Imported  from 
Australia  and  New  Zealand  up  to  a 
recent  date.  What  about  stora«*7 
Huge  cold  stores  were  erected  at  the 
base  ports,  and  thsrs  the  Importod 
meat  Is  k«pt  till  It  Is  r*qulr*d.  Most 
of  what  th*  army  raquir**  is  shipped 
direct  te  thsa*  base  sports.  Th* 
cost  works  out  at  about  S^d.  par 
pound.  ' 

All  the  frosen  meat  th*  army  naes 
therefore  comes  from  abroad.  Frosan 
meat  however,  constitutes  only  M 
p«r  cent  of  the  meat  Issued  to  the 
troops  at  the  front.  Forty  p«r  eant 
oonslste  of  prsssrvsd  meat  of  dMr«r*nt 
sorts,  of  wMeh  each  man  carries  on* 
pound  as  part  of  his  #m*rs*ncy  ration 
and  of  which  he  Is  also  allowed  nin* 
ounces  per  day,  if  fresh  m«at  la  not 
available.  The  emergency  ration, 
therefore,  Includes  one  nominal  pound 
ef  corned  b**f  packed  In  a  h*rm*tl- 
eally  sealed  oblong  tin.  knU  known  aa 
"bully  beef."  8e  long  as  the  tin  re- 
mains unbroken  the  bully  b**f  Is  Im- 
perishable. Another  prsasrvsd  ration 
Is  a  eomblnatlen  ot  nlna  ouaess  of 
maat  and  half  a  pound  of  potatoes 
and  oth*r  vagataMes  eookad  aad 
paeksd  la  small  round  tlna.  Thirty 
firms  In  Bnglaad  manufacture  thla 
"meat  and  vegetable  ration"  as  It  la 
called.  It  Is  warmed  up  by  haatJair 
in  the  tin  or  boiling  in  a  'eamp  k*ttl* 
and  makes  a  popular  stew.  Haricot 
beans  cooked  In  sauce  with  the  addi- 
tion of  a  small  amount  of  bacon,  both 
eommodittes  obtained  thi^gh  the 
Canadian  Padfle  Railway  Company, 
Is  another  ration  which  waa  sspsrl- 
mantally  tsst*d  In  Marefe,  ItlO.  Two 
months  later  It  became  part  of  the 
nernMl  ration  aad  many  huadrad 
tkooaaad  tins  are  aaat  eat  weekly.

JAPAN  MAY  GIVE  SHIPS 
TO  ALLIES  GRADUALLY 


Not  Likely  to  Give  300,000 
Tons  All  at  Once,  as  Report- 
ed, Far  Eastern  Shipping 
Men  Declare. 


Although  strict  secVecy  ia  .being 
maintalnsd  by  Tokyo  authorities  re- 
garding the  proiKtsal  said  to  have 
been  made  to  Japan  by  the  Allies  to 
render  further  shipping  aid  In  the 
war,  it  is  generally  considered  In  the 
Far  Kast  that  such  overtures  have 
^een  made,  according  to  news  brought 
to  Victoria  yesterday  by  a  trans - 
PacMc  liner. 

Considering  the  growing  Importance 
of  the  tonnage  issue,  it  is  considered 
probable  that  Japan  would  be  ap- 
proached by  the  Allies  to  assist  Oreat 
Britain  and  France  in  countoracting 
the  shipping  shortage.  However,  it  Is 
held^hat  the  sudden  withdrawal  of 
SOO,o9^  tons,  as  reported  In  the  tele- 
grams, would  impede  the  foreign  trade 
of  Japan,  some  shipping  men  b«lleve.

For  that  reason.  It  Is  believed  In 
the  Orient  that  a  more  advisable 
course,  and  a  more  probable  one  for 
the  Japaneae  Oovemment  to  adopt, 
awlll  be  for  Japan  to  transfer  30,000 
or~40,<)00  tons  at  a  time,  gradually  In- 
creasing the  tonnage  until  the  full 
amount  is- transferred.

AIL  SURVIVORS. , 
EL  OF  OISASIER 


How  Exhausted  Crew  Fought 
Against  Continuous  Storms 
in  Far  Eastern  Waters  Is 
Related. 


An  exciting  voyage  was  ended  when 
the  American  schooner  Ariel,  well- 
known  along  the  Pacific  coast,  was 
wrecked  off  Node,  a  small  fishing 
village  on  the  Japan  coast,  early  last 
month.  Nine  sean>en  of  the  411-fated 
schooner  reached  Yokohama  from  the 
scene  of  disaster  last  weeic  and  are 
now  staying^  in  Yokohama  awaiting 
word  from  America.  Their  schooner, 
'a  four- masted  wooden  vessel  of  720 
tons  gross,  was  owned  by  Hind,  Rolph 
St  Company,  a  shipping  firm  of  San 
Francisco,  of  which  Mr.  James  Rolph, 
mayor  of  San  Francisco,  is  president. 
The  nine  seamen  are  temporarily 
quartered  In  the  Criterion  Hotel  in 
Yokohama  and  are  being  cared  for  by 
the    American    Censulate-Oeneral. 

"Laden  with  a  shipment  of  000.000 
feet  of  lumber,"  one  of  the  crew  said 
yesterday  aftamoon.  "our  schooner 
■ailed  from  Seattle  December  8,  1916, 
on  a  cruise  for  Durban,  South  Africa. 
Making  our  way  south,  we  went  to 
Durban  and  then  Port  Elizabeth  also 
In  South  Africa,  by  way  of  Cape  Horn. 
Calm  weather  was  encountered  all  the 
way  and  we  enjoyed  a  pleasant  trip, 
a  distance  of  11,000  miles,  made  in 
1 1 5   daya 

"We  had  a  small  shipment  of  cargo 
to  carry  from  Durban  and  Port  Eliza- 
beth and  sailed  from  the  latter  port 
for   Manila.   May  20. 

"We  had  an  ideal  trade  wind,  and 
having  availed  ourselves  of  it  we  spent 
many  days  sailing  at  more  than  IS 
knots  an  hour.  This  la  ynusu&l  for 
a  schooner  of  the  size  of  our  ship. 
Terrible  Hurricane 
"However,  when  we  were  off  Java 
we  ran  into  a  terrible  hurricane 
weather  blowing  fearfully  against  our 
vessel.  Despite  our  utmost  efforts 
we  took  Just  a  month  to  pass  Java, 
which  we  could  do  In  one  day  under 
normal '  weather  conditions. 

"We  wet-e  almost  exhausted  when 
we  reached  Manila  after  a  trip  of  05 
days  out  of  Port  Elzabeth.  Indeed, 
this  was  one  of  the  most  severe 
storms  I  ever  met  during  my  long 
^marUlme  career.  ,  r  ' 

"Our  ship  was  tossed  about  during 
this  time  by  'mountainous  waves. 
How  rough  a  trip  we  had  off  Java 
may  be  imagined  by  considering  the 
exceptionally  long  time  we  took.  In 
.Manila  we  thoroughly  recuperated  and 
Stayed  there  fo|  45  ^ays  in  preparing 
for  our  homeward  trip  across  the 
Pacific.  We  sailed  from  Manila 
October  5,  our  vessel  carrying  a  full 
cargo,  consisting  of  700  tons  of  copras. 
200  barrels  of  cocoanut  oil  and  14.000 
feet  of  lumber.  We  were  making  our 
way  northeasterly. 

Typhoon  for  a  Month 
"When  we  came  off  Formosa,  we 
met  another  typhoon,  which  remained 
ifith  us  for  nearly  a  month.  We 
struggled  for  many  days  and  our  trip 
was  delayed  there  for  nearly  three 
weeks.  Just  two  months  were  spent 
before  we  neared  Oshima  Island. 
Japan. 

"Becaune  our  ship  did  not  carry 
more  than  three  months'  provisions, 
it  was  necessary  for  us  to  replenish 
otir  stock.  We  were  about  200  yards 
off  the  coast  of  Chlba  prefecture  In 
the  afternoon  of  December  S  when 
our  vessel  was  stranded  on  account  of 
the  rough  voyage. 

"Damage  was  done  to  the  bottom  of 
thjB  ship  and  signals  were  given  out, 
but  it  was  impossible  for  the  men 
ashore  to  reach  us  until  the  next 
morning,  diA  to  rough  seab.  We 
remained  on  the  ship  for  several  days 
and  tried  hard  to  keep  the  vessel 
afioat  by  pumping  out  water.  Mean- 
while, we  wirelessed  to  a  salvage  firm 
in  Tokyo,  but  when  the  salvage  ship 
reached  the  scene  of  disaster  It  was 
beyond  their  power  to  rescue  the  ship. 
'.'When  we  left  there  for  Yokohama 
last  week  the  vessel  was  badly  broken 
at  her  bottom  and  a  total  loss  was 
feared.  Captain  Frank  Llnquest.  the 
master  of  the  schooner.  Is  still  stay- 
ing there  attending  salvage  of  the 
ship.  Although  we  have  wired  to  the 
head  office  In  San  Francisco,  no  news 
has  yet  been  received  by  us."

SEATTLE,  Jan.  4. — First  of  the  110 
ocean-goinc  ships  which  the  Seattle 
shipbuilding  industry  has  scheduled 
for  launching  in  1918.  the  comman- 
deered »;  800 -ton  steel  steamship 
Wsstem  King  raced  down  the  wayd 
from  the  pUnt  of  J.  F.  Duthle  &  Co. 
on  the  EUut  Waterway  yesterday. 

Fourth  steel  steamahip  launched  by 
the  Duthle  plant  since  the  beginning 
of  September,  the  Westam  King  to 
one  of  the  vessels  originally  ordered 
in  Seattle  by  the  Cunard  Line  of  Eng- 
land, but  commandeered  August  3  by 
the  United  States  Shipping  Board. 
The  Cunard  Line  selected  the  name  | 
of  War  Forte  for  the  bic  steel  steam- 
ship, but  a  few  weeks  ago  the  Ship- 
ping Board  decided  to  call  her  the 
Western  King.  She  is  a  stater  ship 
of  the  three  other  ships  launched  by 
the  Duthle  plant  to  date — the  West 
Point,  sent  into  the  water  Septem- 
ber 2;  the  Hallbjorg,  launched  No- 
vember 6,  and  the  War  General, 
launched  December  10,  all  comman- 
deered by  the  American  Oovernment. 

The  West  Point,  which  was  launch- 
ed under  the  name  of  War  Leopard, 
steamed  from  the  Duthie  plant  on 
her  trial  trip  an  hour  after  the  new 
Western  King  speeded  down  the  ways 
yesterday.

By  tka  TlfTis  8u»d  Kuphratee  mor- 
tAUty  la  tka  bmsi  obvloua  thin*  that 
meeu  the  eye  as  one  rides  abrosid, 
but  the  deadest  of  dead  thlncs  In  this 
llaaopotamlan  waste  is  Babylon. 

Nineteen  years  aao.  when  I  vtaltad 
the  alte.  the  grooad  waa  bttraly 
acratehed  by  the  profeaalontU  ax» 
oavator,  thougk  tha  robbera  of  brieka 
had  been  busy  ^uarrylnc  ther^  tor 
oenturlea.  Tha  aBoavatlona  were  ba- 
avm  by  the  Oemuta  4u«haeoloaiats  le 
March,  ISH.  and  from  tM  to  SM 
woplunen  were  amployed  daUly,  Winter 
and  Summer,  tiatll  the  war  put  an  aad 
to  tha  work.  Tha  arataer  part  of  the 
city  which  the  Oeraaapa  have  broacht 
to  llBht  belonca  to  the  comparatively 
modem  period  ot  NebuchttdneasAr 
<«04-Ml  a.C.);  but  there  are  tra«ea  la 
the  ruloa  left  by  the  flrat  BabylonlaB 
Kings  (circa  SIOO  B.C.),  ttad  auoeea- 
slve  stratat  reveal  the  atreeta  4tad 
houses  built  by  auoceedlng  dynaatlaa 
of  the  Awyiten.  Nap-Babytoal4tii.  Per- 
alan,  and  araeco-P4UPtktaB  .  parloda. 
Alpo  there  are  relioa  that  prove  a  pre- 
hlptoric  Babylon,  but  it  la  impossible 
to  carry  excavations  down  to  that 
depth,  owing  to  the  rlae  in  the  watar 
level.  • 

The  city  walls  of  Nebuohadnesaar 
are  a  triple  rampart.  Two  teama  bf 
four  horses  abreast  could  paaa  eaeh 
other  on  the  outer  barrfef.  TKa  whSllr 
^roult,  aooording  to  the  evidence  of 
the  excAVAtloBs^  was  II U  Billes.  but 
Cteslas  glvaa  four  tlmsa,  4Uid  Herodo- 
tua  ne4irly  five  times,  this  droumfsr- 
auioe.  The  exoavators  have  followed 
the  line  of  the  Xaar  Boaidw^,  •  broBd 
atreet  which  laads  to  tha  lahtar  OAta^ 
made  by  NebuchAdnesaar  aa  a  proeea- 
sloiutl  road  for  the  gre4it  god  M4tfdtik, 
to  whose  temple  of  Bsagna  It  letiAk 
The  walla  of  tha  laktar  OAta^ 
stand  40  teet  4tbova  tha  foondA^ 
tlons  and  are  covered  with  fig- 
ures of  bulls  aad  dragoaa  in  brtak 
relief.  Tkepa  la  lltUe  alaa  that  ta  da- 
oorative  to  catch  the  uninltkited  eya 
at  Babylon.  The  silver  and  gold  aad 
precious  stones  with  which  SardaB- 
ap4ilus  filled  the  temple  of  Bfagila  itfa 
forgotUn:  The  Imagea  have  beea  re- 
moved, tha  doubla, dA«n  oftcadarwaai 
overlaid  with  oopper. 

-U  is  hard  to  tell  whether  one  la 
atandlng  on  the  roof  or  the  floor  At 
Babylon.  The  roofs  of  one  period  ba- 
4!ame  the  foundatlona  of  tha  naati. 
But  In  a  general  way  la  aplta  oC  tka, 
superimpoaed  atraia  of  the  hungry 
generatlona  that  have  trodden  one  aB« 
other  down,,  the  idehtlflotttlon  of  alMa 
ia  Babylon  ia  aaaiar  thaa  in  mdat 
kHrtdd  cities.  Attd  tkla  la  tf ua  «•  HM 
laaoriptlona  on  the  brlt^M  4tnd  flag- 
stones. For  the  Kings  of  Babylon 
were  provldeatS4tll|r  viuB.  They  laft 
their  st4tinp  everyWhdra  in  bo  uaoar- 
taia  tharacters.  SapdaBBpalua  in- 
voked curses  on  tha  head  of  whoap- 
ever  ahoold  deatroy  tha  racords  of  kla 
name.  "Him  may  Marduk.  the  King 
of  Ail.  behold  with  wntth.  and  daatray 
his  name  and  his  seed  in  tha  14ubA." 
Nebuchadnetaar  caused  a  legend  to  bk 
Inacrtbed  on  every  brick.  giorifylBS 
his  works.  On  the  edge  of  each  alab 
under  ^he  Ishtar  Oate  wim  an  laaorta- 
tloa  which  waa,  daatlned  to  reawlR 
hiddea  aad  iavlaibla  uatll  turned  ev«r. 
by  the  cuiioua  aaeavAtar  aClar  twaa^- 
five  ceaturiea  1m4  gMM.  "NabtichAi- 
nes84u-.  King  of  Babylon,  soa  of 
Nabepoiaaaar,  Xing  of  Babyloa.  am  L 
The  Babel  Street  I  paved  with  bloaka 
of  Shadu-stone  for  the  pracesaloB  af 
the  great  Liord  Marduk.
